JOINT SITTING OF THE SRI CHITRA STATE COUNCIL 
AND THE SRI MULAM ASSEMBLY. 

A Joint Bitting of the Sri Chitra State Council and the Sri 
Mulom Assembly was held at 11-30 a. it. The Dewan addressed 
the members of the Legislature as fol'ows : 










that I wish to place before you this morning those aspects of the 
Governmental activities of which you are entitled to possess accurate 
knowledge and those incidents in the economic life of the people 
which occupied our attention during the last few mouths and the 
manner in which Government have so far attempted to tackle them 
and propose to do in future. 


I need make no secret of it that the one problem which has 



under the grip ot the slump which in its duration, intensity and ef¬ 
fect on the finances of the various countries has been unprecedented 
in history. Its incidence on mainly Agricultural Countries like ours 
has proved to he more distressing chan on Industrial Countries. The 
fall in the uriees of agricultural produce has been far gre iter than in 
those of the manufactures with tile result that the agriculturist is 
able to get hardly any return for his expenditure, time and labour. 
Added to this we have now to face the capriciousuess of nature. 
The failure of the last two monsoons has made the prospects more 
gloomy. Government are aware that there has been a total failing 
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this matter. I need not recall to your minds the fact that the Royal 
Commission on Agriculture in India examined carefully the pre¬ 
sent methods of marketing of agricultural products in India. 
They found that the average cultivator was a very small unit, gene¬ 
rally ignorant and always incapable of influencing the methods of 
marketing of his products. They therefore urged the necessity for 
G-overnment intervention m the matter and recommended the initi¬ 
ation of a comprehensive scheme of marketing survey and develop¬ 
ment. The Indian Central Banking Enquiry Committee generally 
endorsed these recommendations. At the Provincial Economic 
Conference 1934. it was generally agreed that of all practical measures 
for improving economic conditions, an intensive programme to deve¬ 
lop marketing facilities for agricultural products offered the best 
immediate prospects ot substantial results. It is our hope also that 
through such ettons the agncuh urists will be able to secure a 
batter price for their produce. The development of this organisa¬ 
tion will, I understand, he by different stages. Markets for differ¬ 
ent articles have to be first studied and surveyed, such for instance 
as places of production and consumption : standards devised which 
will be recognised bv tarde and improved and uniform methods of 
packing of a particular variety of goods adopted. Further, these 
activates will include an attempt at better organisation and control 
of markets with a view to securing scientific distribution of parti¬ 
cular variety of goods based on the Law of Supply and Demand. By 
minimising the profits of the middleman the organisation will endea¬ 
vour to secure the agriculturist fair price lor his produce. To 
effectively co-operate with the Central Urganisation at Delhi, 
Government had intended to set tip a small Organisation here and 
a demand for that purpose Was placed before the Assembly on the 
21st instant. It was also our intention to approach the Agricul¬ 
tural Research Council for a contribution from the funds of the 
Government of India set apart for this purpo-e, after obtaining the 
blessings of the Assembly in favour of the scheme. I am, however, 
sorry to note that the House refused the demand, although in the 
course of discussion the need for such an organisation and its uti¬ 
lity were not seriously disputed. 1 feel constrained to remark that 
if Government should decide to accept the verdict of the Assembly 
and isolate themselves from such an admittedly useful medium for 
consolidating and developing the much neglected trade prospects of 
the country, a very valuable opportunity will be lost both to the agri¬ 
culturists and pthers whom this scheme is intended to benefit. 
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i have so £iir dealt with the distressing situation in which we 
find ourselves and have indicated the lines on which attempts are 
being made to help the agriculturists to tide over the present diffi¬ 
culties. But no scheme of relief, iu my opinion, is complete unless 
it takes note of the other problem of the economic development of 
the country. The experiences of the slump period have established 
two unmistakable facts. The price of agricultural produce has gene¬ 
rally suffered more than that of manufactured goods, because of 
overproduction and the growing economic nationalism in the raw- 
material-iwporting countries and the consequent restriction on im¬ 
ports- The other fact which follows from this is that countries 
where there is a sorb of balance between production of raw materials 
and manufactured goods are better able to stave off the effects of 
economic depression and are in a position to bargain with their 
manufacturing competitors in respect of the trade in raw materi^ 1 . 
Turning to our own problems in Travaucore, one is confronted 
with the paradox of a State rich in resources of a na.ture rarely mi;t 
with elsewhere and neither lacking in man-power and yet its popula¬ 
tion almost rural- steeped in indebtedness of a staggering magnitude. 

■ Does it not indicate a want of adjustment somewhere in the econo¬ 
mic structure of the State ? Agriculture is no doubt our basic 
industry and will continue as such. But if I may hazard an opi¬ 
nion the development of other industries and the exploitation of our 
own resources have not kept pace with the requirements of time. 
Any measures, therefore, designed to improve the economic condition 
of our people must aim at a, simultaneous development of industries 
along with improvements iu agricultural conditions. 1 take this 
opportunity of assuring the Hon’ble Members that the- Govern- 
ment of His Highness are ardently devoted to a policy of industrial 
and- economic development of the State. And in -its pursuit they 
- welcome the co-operation and support of the people, for, in tffis 
matter of the augmentation of the wealth of the State, th.epe.can be 
nothing but community of interests between the Government and 
the people. 

In this connection T may mention that as Hon’ble Members we 
aware the Government have already sanctioned the-setting up of a 
Rubber Factory in Trivandrum.. The machinery are- now on the 
Way to Trivandrum and the building- is expected, to be completed 
in the course of the next few weeks. It is hoped that the factory 
Will be a going concern in the near future. 

It will, I am sure, interest Hon’ble Members to know thgt 
Government have investigated the possibilities in the China day 
tind Porcelain industry in the State: The Head of the Cerasaitj 
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department of the Benares Hindu University was. recently invited 
by Government to conduct investigations and his report is now 
before Government, From these investigations, it is gratifying to 
observe that sufficient clay deposits exist on the shores of the 
Kanjirode Kayal in the Quilon Taluk and in the Warkalay Hills and 
that at the rate of 20,000 tons of crude clay per year there is suffi¬ 
cient stuff for removal for a century or more. The possibilities of 
preparing the clay for sizing cotton yam and the prospects of 
establishing a factory for the purpose have also been investigated, 
The Expert lias reported that in view of the excellent qualify of 
our clay there is every prospect of working out a scheme on success¬ 
ful commercial basis. He has further reported that all necessary 
raw materials for producing porcelain and refractory goods of a 
superior quality exist iu abundance in Travancore and that a 
porcelain factory can, with advantage, be established here. The 
report is being carefully examined by Government. 

At our request, the Government of India were pleased to place 
the service of Mr. Kamesam, the Timber Preservation Expert, on 
deputation to study and investigate the possibilities of utilising our 
enormous forest wealth. Mr. Kamesam has submitted his report 
and the Government propose to adopt at once some of his recom¬ 
mendations which will, it is anticipated, result in much saving. He 
has recommended the treatment of Timber by “ Ascu " which 
consists in the impregnation of a special compound of arsenic and 
copper under pressure into wood and the employment of such 
treated timber for bridges, buildings, electric and telephone posts. 
Out of the total of about 295 miles of transmission and distribution 
lines that have been proposed for the Pallivasal scheme it has been 
recommended that an ali-wood construction for about 222 miles 
may be used resulting in an anticipated saving of Ks. 5j lakhs. 
As a first step, however, the Electrical Engineer has agreed to the 
use of “ Ascu” in the construction of 11 K. V, transmission line 
alone. It is estimated that a saving of about Rs. l£ laklis can be 
expected within the next three years on this head. 

While I am on this subject I may mention that the work in 
connection with the Pallivasal project has made considerable pro¬ 
gress during the last year. One of the main items of work in con¬ 
nection with the project is the construction of a water tunnel of 
about two miles in length, a good portion of which has already been 

2 1eted. The excavation of the pipe line route is practically 
ed and all other works connected with the project are Well in 
. hand aud, thanks to the enthusiasm of the Electrical Engineer and 
■ the Tunnel Expert, it has been possible so far to keep the construc¬ 
tion programme to well within the original scheduled programme, 






Hou’blc Members will lie glad to hear that already negotiations 
are in progress with certain big commercial concerns" interested in 
some industries in tforth Trovanoore for the sale of power. On 
the whole the scheme promises to fulfil all the expectations which 
were formed at its initiation. It must be a nutter of great grati¬ 
fication to us that His Highness the Malm Ra ja has graciously con¬ 
sented to lay thii corner scone of tile Power House early in March 
next, thus signalising his abiding interest in the industrial develop¬ 
ment of the State. I may also mention that this will be the first 
occasion when a Ruler of Travaucore visits the Devico'um Division. 
One pleasing feature of the Pallivasal Project is. I must say, the 
increasing importance it brings to the hitherto much neglected 
Devicolam Division. My tours in that Division soon after I 
assumed office have convinced me of the immence wealth of that 
Division which lies unexplored. Its problems and the possibilities 
of exploiting its resources in these days of unemployment are en¬ 
gaging the earnest attention of Government. 

Any plan designed to ameliorate the economic condition of the 
people should, it will be admitted, give due importance to the. 
development and revival of the various cottage industries of Tra- 
vancore. As in other parts of Ind'a, cottage industries here also 
have ill the past occupied an important place in the life of the rural 
population. But unfortunately they are found today in various 
stages of decay so much so the agriculturist has lost that something 
on which he could fall back during off seasons or unfavourable 
climatic conditions. The Department of Industries is at present 
examining and studying the lines on which the development and re¬ 
vival of cottage industries in the State could bi effected. The 
object in view will be the development of these industries not only 
by popularising the existing methods in vogue in tie various indus- 
tries but also the teaching of improved find standardised methods. 
With the availability of cheap electric power in the State within the 
next two years it is to be hoped that cottage industries will once 
again take their place in rural Travaucore. As a preliminary to 
their development it is necessary that a survey of such industries in 
the State should be conducted. The object of such a surrey will 
be the collection of detailed information regarding cottage indus¬ 
tries, such as the methods in vogue, the tools and appliances in use, 
the number of persons employed in a particular industry, the avail¬ 
ability of the requisite raw materials and markets for the finished 
products. Such information will be of immense advantage to the 
department in deciding which industries deserve immediate encour¬ 
agement and which others admit of improved methods and innova¬ 
tions. The Government propose to sanction a survey to be con¬ 
ducted Taluk by Taluk, with the assistance of Tahsildars who xyill 
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permanent or Sub-protem posts on that date will, however, retain 
the old scales of pay till their appointment is changed by promotion 
to any higher grade. The revised scales of pay will come into 
force with effect from 1-7-1110/13-2-1935. 

-Another matter of allied interest is the thorny problem 
of the representation of the various communities in the 
services. I need not reiterate His Highness’s assurance that 
aft classes of His Highness’s subjects will be afforded an 
opportunity of serving the State. With this object in view a 
Public Service Recruitment Committee was appointed and they 
have already submitted their report which has since become a subject 
of considerable controversy. It was also discussed and analysed 
on the floor of both the Houses and the impression left is'one of 
absolute lack of harmony between any two opinions. In this maze 
of controversy the Government decided that the report and the 
whole question of recruitment to the Services should be examined 
by on officer of high status who could bring to bear judicial 
detachment on the problem. As Hon’ble Members know, 
Hr. G, D. Nokes, a Judge cf the High Court, has been at work 
already and his recommendations are expected to reach Government 
within the next few weeks, lie is further charged with the duty 
of drafting rules and regulations for the constitution of a Public 
Services 'Commission. As soon as these and his other recommend¬ 
ations are received, Government will seriously consider the 
desirability of setting up a Public Services Commission in the 
State. 

Hon’ble Members, I should, before I conclude, refer to one or 
two matters in which not only Travancore’s interests are vitally affe¬ 
cted bat which have agitated the whole of South India-I-refer to the 
Rubber Restriction Scheme and the condition of cocoannt trade. Aa 
HOn’bi© Meinbsrs are aware the Rubber Restriction Scheme was 
put into operation in India from 1st June 1934. In view of the 
fact that no information was available regarding the basis on which 
the quota for the respective parties was fixed, this Government 
while formally agreeing to the scheme, reserved to themselves the 
right to press for a revision of their basic quota later on if the 
statistics warranted such a procedure. The Indian Rubber Licens¬ 
ing Committee since then went into the question in minute detail 
and collected complete and accurate statistics of the area of rubber 
cultivation -in South India including Travanoore. From the report 
of : tbis Committee it is seen that the acreage under rubber cultivation 
in this State at the end of 1932 was 97,654'C1 acres. It was clear 
that-in calculating- the quota for South India the export from the 
Alltjppey Port had not been taken into consideration. This report 
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which we were represented, the Report of the Special Cocoanut 
Officer came up for discussion. Our claims for protection were 
strongly urged and ii consequence the report was referred for fuller 
consideration to a Sub-Committee of the Board. Memoranda setting 
forth our claims for protection and meeting objections raised by 
competing interestwere submitted to this Sub-Committee. The 
Sub-Committee has just concluded its labours and the Government 
feel that our position has been fully appreciated by the members of 
this Committee. With renewed confidence this Government hope to 
pursue this matter to the utmost extent of our efforts.

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PROCEDURE RE DISCUSSION OF THE REPORT 
OF THE PUBLIC ACCOUNTS COMMITTEE. 

President: As per the agenda, the next business is Demands 
for Supplementary Grants and then presentation and consideration 
of the Report of the Public Accounts Committeeon the Audit and 
Appropriation Accounts of 1108 m. e. I think before the House 
proceeds to discuss the Report of the Public Accounts Committee, 

I should lay down the procedure for the information of the 
House in that connection. 

As the Report of the Public Accounts Committee conies up for 
consideration today, 1 shall briefly explain the procedure to be 
adopted in discussing the Report on the floor of this House, since, 
this is the first time that the House has to deal with such a report. 
The Financial .Secretary will present the Report, and as laid down 
in rule 14 of the Public Accounts Committee (Supplemental) 
Rules, he will move that the Report be taken into consideration. 
This motion need not be seconded, as it is not really a substantive 
motion but a device intended to afford an opportunity for a general 
discussion on the Report. In conformity with the practice in the 
Legislative Assembly, the Financial Secretary’s motion will not also 
be put to the vote of the House. 

No resolutions in respect of the Report, as contemplated in 
rule 14 referred to above, have been received by me. So, the 
House can proceed straight with the discussion on the Financial 
Secretary’s motion.

Mr. G. B. E. Truscott: Sir, I move for a supplementary 
grant of Rs. 8,200 under Public Works—Demand II, for the con¬ 
struction of masonry boundary pillars at Neendakara anchorage. 

The Electrical Engineer moved Government last year to in¬ 
struct .the Principal Port Officer to take detail soundings o! the Bea 
for a few miles about the Neendakra bar for finding a safe place tot 
anchorage for steamers in close proximity to Neendakara for the 
landing of electric plant machinery and other heavy materials for 
the Palii vasal Hydro Electric Scheme. The Principal Port Officer 
suggested a marine survey of the Neendakara anchorage being 
carried out by the officers of the Marine Survey of India who were 
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then engaged in resurveying the Quilon Koad-stead. The survey 
was accordingly earn -d ou: and ns a result the Principal Port 
l fiber reported that 2 masonry boundary pillars should be con¬ 
structed so as to enable captains of vessels tc obtain a position for 
anchorage off Neanduknra. The Chief Engineer prepared an esti¬ 
mate tor the work for Us. 8,230 in June 1934 and Government 
sanctioned special funds to the extent of Bs. 8200. The sanction was 
received too late for the work being curried out last year as expected. 
The provision therefore lapsed. ] therefore ask that t.h ; s sum of 
Bs. s,200 may be passed as a supplementary grant to the budget 
for 1110.

DEMAND V—AGRICULTURE|AND FISHERIES. 

Mr. K. Paramesvaran Pillai (Director oj Agriculture and 
Fisheries) : Sir, I rise to move for a supplementary grant not ex¬ 
ceeding Its. 10,445 under Demand V—Agriculture and Fisheries. 

President: It would facilitate discussion and perhaps help 
the allotment of funds by Honourable members if the three items 
are referred to separately. Some members may be willing to vote 
for one item, some others may be in favour of two items and others 
in favour of all the three items. Therefore, it would be convenient 
if the Honourable member while moving the demand confines his 
speech to item No. 1, viz., the appointment of Marketing Officers 
and staff. 

Mr. K. Paramesvaran Pillai; Sir, the first item is tht 
appointment of Marketing Officers and staff. The amount required 
for the purpose is Rs. 3,440. The ilea of Government is to appoint 
two Marketing Officers, one on Rs. 200-10/2-250 and the other on 
Rs. 100-10/2-150 with a small staff of a peon and a clerk to each 
of the Officers. One of the Officers will be in charge of all matters 
relating to crops and the other Officer will be in charge of live-stock, 
animil-husbaudary products, poultry, eggs and fish.The proposal for 
Vol, IV No. 2. 
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[Mr. K. Paramesvaran Pillai.'J " 
he appointment of Marketing Officers is bused on the recommendation 
of the Royal Commission on Agriculture in India, the Indian Cen¬ 
tral Banking Enquiry Committee and the Provincial Economic 
Conference of 1934. The Royal Commission, after a careful study 
of the existing methods of marketing in India of agricultural pro¬ 
duce, found that the average Indian cultivator is a small holder who 
produced only small quantities of surplus produce for sale. They 
also found that the cultivator in India seldom got: an adequate 
return for his labour. This was mainly duo to his ignorance of the 
conditions obtaining in consuming centres. It was therefore not 
possible to stimulate production or effect; any improvements in the 
quality of the products they made The Royal Commission there¬ 
fore recommended to the Government of India that the Government 
should go to the rescue of the cultivators by instituting a careful 
enquiry into the existing methods of marketing, detecting the diffi¬ 
culties and demonstrating improvements. 

The Indian Central Banking Enquiry Committee also endorsed 
this view. In 1934 there was a Provincial Economic Conference, 
They expressed the view that of all the practical measures for im¬ 
proving the economic conditions an intensive programme to develop 
marketing facilities for agricultural products offers the best imme¬ 
diate prospects of substantial results. Acting on these l-ecommer- 
dations the Government of India decided to appoint a staff of 
Marketing Officers consisting of a Marketing Expert, five senior 
Marketing Officers, two junior Marketing Officers and 10 Assistant 
Marketing Officers. The Provinces also resolved to appoint for 
each Province a Marketing Officer and three or four Assistant 
Marketing Officers. The Government of India then decided to 
sqnd the Marketing Expert to all the Provinces and the States 
in India so that he may explain to the Various-Provinces and States 
the importance of the scheme. Mr. Livingstone, the Marketing 
Expert, during his tours in South India visited Travancore, saw the 
Dewan, the Chief Secretary and other important officers and also the 
representatives of commercial concerns at Alleppey and members of 
the Chamber of Commerce and had a full discussion with them- 
He also explained to them the importance of the scheme. Govern¬ 
ment realised the value of the scheme and therefore they have 
decided to appoint a Marketing staff. The Indian States like Hy¬ 
derabad, Mysore, Baroda and Cochin have already made appoint¬ 
ments and when we also make the appointments there will be a 
chain of Marketing Officers connecting every part. of India to the 
Imperial Council of Agricultural Research and to one another so 
that they can collect information on various matters relating to the 
agricultural products of the country and exchange ideas and work 
with a common aim for the good of the whole of India. What 
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they propose to do is to conduct a marketing survey o£ all the locali¬ 
ties beginning from one end of the country to the other. When 
the marketing survey of one locality is over a report oil the same 
will be prepared and when all the localities are completed they 
will put all the facts and prepare a consolidated report for the whole 
of India. Such a report will set out in detail the present marke¬ 
ting methods of all commodities not only in each Province and 
State but also in respect of inter-Provincial, inter-State and foreign 
trade so that it will present an All-India picture of the existing con¬ 
ditions, which will give us a basis for our future work. 

Mr. E. P. Varghese (Nominated ): May I know from the 
member whether the present Department of Agriculture and Indu¬ 
stries will not be able to supply all the information to the Imperial 
Central Committee ? 

Mr. K. Paramesvaran Pillai: No, there is no agency 
attached to the Agricultural Department to collect all the informa- 
' tion which they require. 

Mr Komilezhathu Sankaran : May I know the func¬ 
tions that are attended to by the present Trade Agent at Bombay ? 

Mr. K. Paramesvaran Pillai: He is engaged in adver¬ 
tising our goods and securing orders for people interested in the 
export of their goods. 

Mr. Komilezhathu Sankaran ; May I know whether 
the Trade Agent at Bombay has nothing to do with the marketing 
•of the products of Travancore ? 

Mr. K. Paramesvaran Pillai: He has to do marketing 
work to the extent to which I have referred. 

Mr. Komilezhathu Sankaran : May I know the extent, 

^ Mr. K. Paramesvaran Pillai: He will advertise Tra¬ 
vancore goods in the markets of Northern India and secure order? 

Mr. P. Padmanabhan Tampi (Kalkulam cum Vilavan- 
hod) ■■ May I know the nature of the qualifications of the Market¬ 
ing Officers ? 

Mr. K. Paramesvaran Pillai: I shall, for the informa¬ 
tion of the members of the House, read out the qualifications pres¬ 
cribed for the Marketing Officers by the Government of India. The 
persons appointed as Marketing Officers iii the Provinces should be 
accustomed to a rural environment and show an aptitude for agri¬ 
culture. They should possess a University Degree in Agriculture 
Veterinary Science, Commerce or Economics or the M, K. C. V- S. 
Diploma or be graduates or licentiates of an Indian Agricultural or 
Veterinary College or hold the Indian Dairy Diploma# 
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Mr. P. Padmanabhan Tampi: May I know the number 
of Inspectors now attached to the Agricultural Department ? 

Mr. K. Paramesvaran Pillai: We have got 11 Inspectors. 

Mr. P. Padmanabhan Tampi: May I know the work 
turned out by these Agricultural Inspectors ? 

Mr. K. Paramesvaran Pillai: They are carrying on 
propaganda for the popularisation of new methods in agriculture. 
Some are in charge of fanes also. 

Mr. P. Padmanabhan Tampi: May I know from the 
member the nature of the work actually done by each of these 
Inspectors in the department ? 

Mr. K. Paramesvaran Pillai: The details are all pub¬ 
lished in the annual report. 

Mr. P. Padmanabhan Tampi: May I know from the 
member whether these Agricultural Inspectors may not be entrusted 
with this work on account of the present economic depression ? 

Mr. K. Paramesvaran Pillai: This is an additional 
work. We want separate officers to do separate functions. 

President: These functions have no relation with the Agri¬ 
cultural Department proper. 

Mr. K. Paramesvaran Pillai •• They will present an 
All-India picture of the situation. These reports will also give 
suggestions with regard to the standards, grading, packing and 
other things. This Central Organisation will also secure for us 
concessions in the matter of transporting goods by ships as well as 
by rail. In fact if we co-operate with the Government of India and 
other Indian States in this matter we will get great benefits in the 
matter of marketing our agricultural products. 

Mr. Komilezhathu Sankaran : May I know from the 
member whether by appointing these Marketing Officers they will 
be able to find a better market for our cocoanut ? 

Mr. K. Paramesvaran Pillai: Not only for cocoanuts 
but for all other products. 

Mr. Komilezhathu Sankaran : May I know from the 
member whether be is in a position to assure the House that by 
the appointment of the Marketing Officers we will get a better 
market for the cocoanut products '> 

Mr. K- Paramesvaran Pillai: Yes. 

Mr. Komilezhathu Sankaran : To what extent ? Has 
he got any statistics ? 

President: Statistics even before the work is begun ?

President: I have not yet put the motion. 

Mr. E. P. Varghese ■ Do the Government of India work 


President: Moved that a sum of Ks. 3,440 be granted 
under Demand V—Agriculture and Fisheries, for the appointment 
of Marketing Officers and staff. 

Mr. Pj Padmanabhan Tafflpi = I beg to oppose this 
motion. In the first place I may point out that this proposal was 
brought to the lower House and it was rejected there. 
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Mr. Kochikal P. Balakrishnan Tampi ( Mavelikara and 
Kartibapalli cum Eunnattur) : I rise to a point of order. 

President : It is always unparliamentary to bring on the 
floor of one House discussions which have taken place and rejected 
in the other House. 

Mr. P. Padmanabhan Tampi: The member on the 
other side of the House said that in other States such appointments 
were made and so we had to follow suit. I beg to point out that 
there is a large staff attached to the Agricultural Department and 
from the answer to the question I put, it is seen that there are eight 
Agricultural inspectors attached to the department. With all 
credit to the department I can say that there is absolutely no work 
so far as these Agricultural Inspectors are concerned. There is an 
Inspector at Neyyattjnkara and no special work is assigned to him 
except to go round on circuit and make speeches about agriculture. 
Excepting that there is absolutely no other work. 

Mr- Kayalam Paramesvaran Pillai: If these Agricul¬ 
tural Inspectors had no work, may I know why the grant for that 
was not rejected at the annual Budget Session? 

Mr. P. Padmanabhan Tampi: That is a different matter. 

President: It is a very relevant matter. . 

Mr. P. Padmanabhan Tampi : Even at the time of the 
Budget Session I pointed out that the Agricultural Department is 
a white elephant and that is doing no work at all, 

Mr. M. N. Paramesvaran Pillai: . Does not the member 
know that this House is not permitted to make any reduction in 
the demand p 

Mr. P. Padmanabhan Tampi: Yes. I oppose the de. 
maud on another ground also. The qualifications required-for the 
Marketing Officers arc identical with those of the Agricultural 
Inspectors. During these hard days it is only fair that the present 
officers attend to this Work. We have appointed a Trade Agent at 
Bombay. How the Trade Agent is working and how he is helping 
us is known to all of us. 

Mr. S. Piraviperumal Pillai ( Commerce and Industry , 
South) : May I inform the member that the functions of the Trade 
Agent and the Marketing Officers vary fundamentally ? 

Mr. P. Padmanabhan Tampi: Yes. By these new 
appointments we are not going to gain anything. We have got 
one Trade Agent at Bombay and we know the work he is doing. 
Certaiu articles were published in the local papers about liis work. 
Articles sent to the Trade Agent at Bombay were simply' returned. 
Letters were not answered. To so many queries made by private 
gentlemen, especially those engaged in commerce, no reply was 
received. " " - 
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Mr- S. Piraviperumal Pillai: Does it follow that because 
the Trade Agent has not done his work properly the Marketing 
Officers also should follow suit ? 

Mr. P. Padmanabhan Tampi: kcs, it is our experience. 
Mr. S. Piraviperumal Pillai : Is it the opinion of the 
member that because the Trade Agent is not functioning properl)’ 
there should not.be any Marketing Officers •> 

Mr. P. Padmanabhan Tampi : It is not necessary that 
separate appointments should be made. The duties of the proposed 
Marketing Officers could be assigned to the Agricultural Inspectors. 
We have got Agricultural Inspectors without any work and they 
are idling away their whole time. 1 think that this work can ad¬ 
vantageously be done by the Agricultural Inspectors along with 
their present work. So I oppose this demand. 

Mr. M. N Paramesvaran Pillai: Sir, I rise to oppose 
this demand ; but before I do so I have to offer a word of personal 
explanation. Although in a different capacity, as a member of the 
Finance Committee, I lent my support to this demand. The full- 
fledged debate elsewhere on this subject and other circumstances 
induce me now to adopt a different view. I think there is. no 
justification or necessity for Government to maintain two' sets of 
officers, the Trade Agent and the Marketing Officers, whose 
duties and functions, considerably overlap each other. The Indus¬ 
trial and Economic survey of the country or the exploring of its 
various resources which the proposed Marketing Officers are 
expected to undertake could very well be carried on through the 
various departments of Government. IE the Directors of the 
Industrial and Agricultural Departments and other allied depart¬ 
ments do only care to do their duties properly, 1 think, Govern¬ 
ment need not incur any additional expenditure for the creation of 
these new posts. Sir, we have now as our Trade Agent a gentleman 
in Bombay, who has absolutely no knowledge of this country and 
its resources and who is not known even in the place of his birth ; 
and our State has not in the least secured any advantage by bis 
appointment. Those who had been to Bombay recently give us 
only very discouraging accounts of his activities and achievements. 
The one and the only result of the appointment of the Trade Agent 
has been that constant demands have been made on our Treasury 
for the disbursement of his salary and other expenses connected with 
his tours, dinners and messing charges. I learn, Sir, that this State 
had to pay even for the dinners he gave at Bombay and also for 
his messing charges in the Mascot Hotel; and perhaps the Director 
of Industries may be complaining that all allotments for contingency 
set apart for his department have been completely wiped off to meet 
the extravagant expenses of this gentleman. 
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President: Is that an argument in favour of the relaxation 
of his duty, his dinners and his visits ? 

Mr. M. N. Paramesvaran Pillai : Sir, even if these 
Marketing Officers are appointed, we are sure that they will be 
likewise wasting our money without bringing any corresponding 
benefit to us. Sir, we cannot but feel astonished and laugh when 
wearo told that on several occasions articles sent to the Trade 
Agent either at his instance or at tile instance of the Director of 
Industries were not even delivered, as such an individual is not 
known anywhere in Bombay either to the Postal or to the Railway 
authorities and our Government had to pay damages to the persons 
who despatched the articles'. All his achievements till now, we are 
told, consist in selling a few hundreds of our cocoanuta and some 
ivory articles worth about Rs. 200 or so. 

Why should, I ask, such an officer be allowed to grow fat at 
the expense of the Travancore tax-payer? Most of us are. aware 
why he is appointed and for what lie is appointed. In all these 
matters the less said the better. 

Mr. S. Piraviperumal Pillai : May I know from the 
member whether the remedy lies in the abolition of the post or in 
the appointment of competent men ? 

Mr. M. N. Paramesvaran Pillai: The remedy I think, 
lies in the first. 

The Government always come forward with proposals for the 
creation of new offices to be filled with useless men who could not 
bring any benefit to the tax-payer for the money that is expended 
on their maintenance. This House cannot give its vote to such 
demands. With these few words I oppose this demand. 

Mr. Kochikal P. Balakrishnan Tampi: Well, Sir, 
I rise to support the motion ; but it must not be understood that 
I am endorsing every official act. As this is only a supplementary 
demand that is placed before us, this is not the occasion to offer any 
criticism on the policy of Government and to point out the vagaries 
of any department. Some of my non-official Hon’ble friends have 
misunderstood the proposed Marketing Officer as being an officer 
who is going ro control markets in the concrete. Some of them 
have taken it that tire functions of the proposed Marketing Officers 
are the same as what the Division Peishkars are doing in connection 
with markets. Others are thinking that he is some big Hilter in 
the economic world who would regulate marketing in the abstract. 
Certainly marketing will be governed hereafter by the laws of 
supply and demand as heretofore. But in view of the Dewan’s 
address yesterday, and in view of the earlier utterance of His 
Excellency the Viceroy in opening the Central Legislature, it is 
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highly necessary that Travancore, the advanced State, must 
co-operate with British India in all the matters that tend to promote 
the welfare of the masses. Now. if I am permitted to say, I would 
state that much more than political reform that we expect in the 
future the one important tiling that attracts the attention of the 
people of British India and Indian India is the attempt made 
officially by the Government of India, by His Excellency the 
Viceroy and also the non-officials led by Mahatma Gandhi for the 
resuscitation of cottage industries, for making better facilities for 
marketing and other movements in the economic world. Therefore, 
it would not reflect very well on the sense of understanding of the 
people of this country if this State is not going to co-operate with 
the Government of India in the general economic scheme, because 
some of us are discontented with some of the officers of the State. 
And so, with all the strength that I can command I would support 
the scheme, at the same time bringing to the attention of Govern- 







teach us that those markets are not for us always. It is better to‘ 
work under known conditions- It is often forgotten that in India, 
with its 352 million consumers, comprising one-fifth of the human 
race, we have one of the most enormous home markets in the 
world. ” If. therefore, Sir, we have to take advantage of the 
enormous home markets in India we have to depend upon’ the 
Indian markets for the sale of our agricultural products. Is it 
not therefore necessary for us to fall into line with the work that 
they are doing and thus take the best advantage of the wisdom 
of those people who are doing this work properly on these lines. 
Is it not necessary, therefore, that we should also appoint Marketing 
Officers so that they may derive the best advantage from the infor¬ 
mation from those marketing centres and thus give us the benefit 
of their advantages so that our agricultural products may also 
fetch a higher price for us ? Therefore I do not think that the 
appointment of the Marketing Officers is after all opposed in spirit 
by any one on this side of the House. With these few wordB. I 
support the motion. 

Mr. Q. Naraysna Aiyar i 1 support the motion for this 
demand, because, the object of this motion is to find out a remedy 
to relieve the present economic depression. One of the means for 
relieving the present economic depression is to find out proper 
markets for our raw products, The poor agriculturists caiihot be 
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expected to go round the world to find out suitable markets for his 
articles. In the absence of proper Trade agents in foreign places 
our raw products will not get proper sale. We could not sell or 
consume in this country all the raw products. So it is highly 
necessary in the interests of the agriculturists to appoint Marketing 
Officers. The fact that neither the Trade Agent nor the Agri¬ 
cultural Inspectors do their work properly is no reason for refusing 
the appointment of Marketing Officers. In this connection I would 
request the Government that special care should be taken in select¬ 
ing the officers to be appointed so that no complaints about them 
would be raised about their work in future. With these few words, 
I support the motion.

Degree in that Science. When he was about to complete the first 
year of training, his Professor advised him to undergo training for 
a further period of five months so that he may get a thorough 
grasp of all the sciences allied to Fisheries. So, he applied for exten¬ 
sion oE five months’ leave. Government have sanctioned the leave. 
During the period of five months, he has to be paid study leave 
allowance and lodging allowance. For that purpose, a sum of 
Ks. 1,005 is required. I request the House to sanction the amount. 

Mr. G. Narayana Aiyar ; May I ask whether Mr. Naraya- 
nan Nayar was sent by Government or whether he has gone of his 

Mr. K Paramesvaran Pillai: He went to America on 
study leave. He is undergoing training at his own cost drawing 
only the allowance admissible under the rules relating to study 

Mr. E- P. Varghese : Did any other gentleman apply, 
from the same department, to go to America for this training, under 
these terms ?

_ Mr. K. Paramesvaran Pillai: Sir, I rise to move for an 
additional grant not exceeding Rs. 6,000 for the supply of salt at 
concessional rates to the fish curers. 

There was an allotment, in the budget for the current year, of 
Ks. 10,000, for supply of salt to fish curers at. concessional rate, of 
which Rs. 1,165 was diverted to another item, viz., survey of the 
position of stake net sites in the bnckwaterB of Ashtamudi and 
Vembanad. The weather conditions, so far, during this year, have 
been very favourable for catching fish. Therefore, there is nothing 
now left in the provision originally made. Unless an additional 
grant of at least Rs. 6,000 is provided under this item the poor 
fishermen will be put to great loss. So, I request the House to 
sanction this grant. 

Mr. Kochikal P. Balakrishnan Tampi; May I ask 

whether the Government have considered the feasibility of allowing 
dona fide fishermen to manufacture salt for their purposes, as is 
done by the Government of India ? 

Mr. K. Paramesvaran Pillai ■ I do not think Govern' 
ment have considered that question so far.

President: Mr. George, who ought to move this grant, 
Hub been confined to bed.

Mr. S. Piraviperumal Pillai: What 1 want to know is 
whether, at the time when the budget was framed, the point that 
revenue administration cannot be satisfactorily carried on unless the 
revenue subordinates are trained in survey, was not. considered by 
Government? 

President: It was then imagined that this was one of the 
convenient items which could be eliminated as not being urgent. 

Mr- A. Kumara Pillai : The Land Revenue Commissioner 
has now reported to Government that a survey class should be 
opened immediately for the training of the Acting Tabsildars and 

Mr. M. N. Paramesvaran Pilfai: Besides Tahsildars 
and Magistrates, how many students will be admitted to this class? 

Mr. A- Kumara Pillai : On the whole, there will be 
between .12 and 14 students in the class. 

Mr. M. N. Paramesvaran Pillai: Excluding Tahsildars? 

Mr. A. Kumara Pillai : No ; that is the total number. 

Mr. M. N. Paramesvaran Pillai: Among those who 
are neither Tahsildars.nor Magistrates, may I know whether pre¬ 
ference, in the matter of admission to this class, will be given to 
members of the Survey Department working in its technical 
branch ? 

Mr. A. Kumara Pillai; I do not think there is-anv neces¬ 
sity for training members of the Survey Department. 

Mr. M. N. Paramesvaran Pillai: Does the member 
know- that there are men working in the technical branch of the 
Survey Department who have not had survey training? 

Mr- A. Kumara Pillai : But the class nowproposed to be 
started is intended only for the training of acting _ Tahsildars and 
s ome Magistrates and a few other Revenue subordinates. 
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' Mr. M. N. Paramesvaran Pillai •• May I ask whether, 
in British India, men working in the Survey Department are not 
given preference in the matter of survey training 1 
■ President: That question does notarise. There are ever 
so many things in British India which are worthy of being copied. 

Mr. Komilezhathu Sankaran : May I know whether 
private individuals are admitted to this class ? 

Mr. A. Kumara Pillai: No. 

President : This class is intended for a limited purpose ; is 
that what the Secretary says ? 

Mr. A. Kumara Pillai : Yes, Sir. 

The demand was then put to vote and carried. 

/ The grant was made. : 

Mr. A. Kumara Pillai : It has been decided that the wall 
maps of Travancore are to be-printed and mounted by the Survey 
Department. Though this expenditure properly should go to the 
Education Department, since this expenditure has to be incurred by 
the Survey Department, I have to move this for the consideration 
of the House under the Laud Revenue Demand. 

Mr- S- Piraviperumal Pillai: May I know from the 
member why it has been decided that the printing should now be 
done by the Survey Department ? 

Mr. A. Kumara Pillai: Because the maps produced by the 
Survey Department are reported to be superior to those available 
in the market- 

Mr. S. Piraviperumal Pillai : Is it the member’s opinion 
that the maps hitherto supplied by the Education Department are 
not correct ? 

Mr. A Kumara Pillai: Not quite so good as those printed 
in the Government Press, that is the opinion of the Educationists, 

Mr. M. N. Paramesvaran Pillai: ■ May I know whether 
there is litbo colour printing press in the Survey Department? if 
not, whether Government propose these maps to be printed in pri¬ 
vate presses? 

Mr. A. Kumara Pillai: I understand that there is no 
such colour printing press in the Survey Department. 

Mr. M. N. Paramesvaran Pillai: If there is no colour 
printing press in the Survey Department, through which agency 
do Government propose to have these maps printed? 

Mr. A. Kumara Pillai: Government propose to get this 
done through the agency of the Arts Printing Works, Trivandrum.

Mr. R, M. Statham : It is this that made the Government 
to have these maps prepared by the Survey Department. About five 
years ago, Government said that the question of preparing wall 
maps may be entrusted to private agencies and asked to select the 
best maps out of those submitted for approval by the several firms 
and publishers. They decided, out of these, that one particular 
publisher’s maps were the best and accordingly that monopoly was 
being giveu to that publisher. The time has now come for Govern¬ 
ment that they themselves would prepare their own maps through 
the Survey Department. There have been, of long, much contro¬ 
versy that the monopoly for the supply of these maps for the 
Vernacular Schools is in the hands of one particular individual. 
The Government after careful consideration of the whole position 
have arrived at a decision now that the maps prepared by the 
Survey Department will ensure more correctness and accuracy and 
will be batter than that supplied by private agencies, and therefore 
the Survey Department has been asked to prepare the maps which 
will be sold hereafter to the departmental and aided schools. 

Mr- S. Piraviperumal Pillai: May I know whether 
Government have issued any instructions to the Inspectors of Verna¬ 
cular Schools that the maps printed by Mr. Brahmanayakam Pillai 
should be taken by the department ? 

Mr. R. M. Statham = Government have instructed. 

Mr. S. Piraviperumal Pillai: I have just said in the 
course of my speech that, in 1931, Government decided that the. 
wall maps prepared and published by the gentleman, I referred to, 
should alone be taken up by the department. I want to know 
whether any of his maps has been taken by the department? 

Mr. R. M. Statham : Yes, a large number. 

Mr. S Piraviperumal Pillai : May I know why Govern¬ 
ment prescribed that map alone when there were taro. other maps ? 
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Mr. R. M. Statham : The Government asked the members 
of the Education Department to consider which is the best of all 
the maps and after consultation with the Survey Department it was 
recommended that the maps published by that gentleman is the 
bestl 

Mr. S. Piraviperumal Piliai: Were those maps pur¬ 
chased after that recommendation was made ? 

Mr. R. M. Statham : Yes, they were purchased only 
very recently. 

Mr. S. Piraviperumal Piliai : I understand from the 
member that, because of the mere fact that the maps are printed in 
the Survey Department, they may be better and correct or that the 
maps should be correct. Can the fact that it is printed in the 
Survey Department will add to the correctness of the map ? Or 
will the correctness of the map be also vouchsafed and ensured in 
point of approval if the map is properly made ? 

Mr. R. M. Statham : It is rather a long question. 

President ; I have not followed it myself, 

Mr. S. Piraviperumal Piliai : What I say is that the 
correctness and accuracy of the map can be vouchsafed and ensured 
only if it is printed in the Survey Department by the Survey Office 
employees; or the correctness and accuracy can be ensured and 
vouchsafed if a draft map is approved by the Technical Department, 
and the printed maps are in conformity with the draft map ? 

Mr. R. M. Statham : It seems to me, Sir, that both the 
ways are possible. It is directly that Government took the neces¬ 
sary steps to prepare these maps and prescribe for use in the 
schools. It i? also Government that took the. necessary steps, 
through the Survey Department, to see that the map is printed and 
supplied to the Education Department. The position was, as 
already explained, there is a certain trouble about the monopoly 
which has been given to one particular person and also the 
maps were rather highly priced. It was Es. 7. 

Mr. S. Piraviperumal Piliai : May I know who fixed 
the price for the maps ? Was it the Government or the publisher? 

Mr. R. M. Statham : The publisher wanted a certain price 
and the Government agreed to a certain price. Anyhow the maps 
were issued. Now the question, whether Government should pur¬ 
chase the maps from private publishers or they themselves should 
undertake the work, having been carefully considered, Government 






thought that it would be better to do the work through the Survey 
Department in consultation with the Education Department in pre¬ 
paring a new map which would be to the better benefit of the 
schools. 

Mr. S. Piraviperumal Pillai : Sir, as a member of the 
Commerce and Industry Constituency, I am afraid, I will be failing 
in my duty, if I do not oppose this grant. Sir, as has been observed 
by the Dewan yesterday the policy of Government is that 
Government should ordinarily devote to a policy of industrial 
and economic development of the State. And the policy 
of a civilised Government is to afford all protection to industry, 
to encourage it by giving State aid and also to help private 
enterprises. These maps, so far as we have been able to understand 
from the Director, have been published by a private enterprise and 
the Director assured us that the best map was prescribed. Now 
the Director has not given us any reason whatsoever why Govern¬ 
ment decided that these maps should be printed by the Survey 
Department. 

Mr. R. M. Statham ; I gave the reason that it would be 
to the better benefit of the school. 

Mr. S. Piraviperumal Pillai : The reason given by 
Mr. Statham was not at alt convincing. 

President: Not that he did not give an answer, but that it 
did not convince you. 

Mr. S. Piraviperumal Pillai: The first reason that he said, 
if I heard him correctly, was that the Government decided to print 
these maps through the Survey Department, because they did not 
wish to give the monopoly to one particular individual. After all, I 
do not think that the Government gave the monopoly to anybody in 
purchasing these maps. Because all that the Government desire is 
that they want always an accurate and correct map. The fact that one 
man alpne, of all, was able to prepare an accurate and correct map 
and that therefore he got orders for the supply of maps is not 
reason enough to think that it is a monopoly granted to him- 

Mr. Komilezhatbu Sankaran : May I know from the 
member the name of that particular publisher V 

Mr. S. Piraviperumal Pillai : I do not know how far 
that is relevant to the point at issue. If the member is very parti¬ 
cular of knowing the name!, I shall let him know later on. . . 
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Mr. Komilezhathu Sankaran : Sir, the same member 
referred the map question to the consideration of the Public 
Accounts Committee- I wish to know whether he is referring to 
the very same Brahmanavakam Pillai? 

Mr. S. Piraviperumal Pillai : At any rate, yes. 

Mr. Komilezhathu Sankaran : May I know from the 
member whether he brought this particular matter to the considera¬ 
tion of the Public Accounts Committee ? 

Mr. S. Piraviperumal Pillai: J have brought it to the 
consideration of the Public Accounts Committee and all those 
places where I could take up this question. 

Mr. Komilezhathu Sankaran : May I know from the 
member whether Mr. C. V, Chandrasekharan has not been examined 
on this particular issue ? 

Mr. S. Piraviperumal Pillai : All that the member is 
aware of, I am also aware of. 

Sir, to continue from where I left, I forget the point at which 
I stopped 

President; Congratulations ! 

Mr. 5. Piraviperumal Pillai: The question of 

monopoly has been stated by Mr. Statham. Why should the 
maps be printed by the Survey Department? And now two 
questions are raised. One is that the maps should be printed by 
the Survey Department. Another question was that the maps 
that were supplied to the Education Department must be accurate 
and correct. And the mere fact that it is going to bo printed by 
the Survey Department does not, in my opinion, ensure the 
result that it is correct and accurate. If the draft map ap¬ 
proved by the Education Deptfrtment or Government is a correct 
one and if the map sem up to the Survey Department is without 
mistakes, then all the other maps printed by that department accord¬ 
ing to the draft may be accurate I therefore submit that the 
argument that it is going to be accurate, it is going to. he correct, 
only and only if it is printed in the Survey School, cannot hold 
water at all. • 

Sir, in these days of unemployment and especially after hearing 
the Dewan’s address, I am indeed very much surprised that this 
printing of maps should now be taken,away from a private enterprise 
a nd entrusted to a departmental agency. The question came up for 




the consideration o£ the Government years ago, from the time of De- 
wan Mr. Raghaviah, your predecessor, Sir. If I remember correct and 
if I am not committing any breach of secret, one Dewan told 
me definitely when he passed orders on the file, that this particular 
question of printing maps should not be taken up from private 
agencies and should not be clone by departmental agencies- So 
far as the map is concerned all that we desire is that it should be 
accurate and correct. Therefore the question that the map that 
is printed by the Survey Department and Survey Department 
alone will be correct is not a sound one. Again with regard to 
the supplementary grant, these maps have been purchased in 1107, 
110,S and 110S and the funds for purchasing these maps have been 
provided in the Education budget. Why then, I ask, this demand 
now. These maps can be printed and handed over to the Educa¬ 
tion Department who must pay for the map, as they now do in the 
case of purchasing the same from the private agencies. On that 
account also, 1 do not think this grant is necessary. At any rate 
that is a minor question. 

As I began, as a representative of the Commerce and Indus¬ 
try Constitutency, I will be failing in my duty if I do not oppose 
this grant which is intended to kill the industry of map production 
in Travancore. 

Mr. Kochikal P. Balakrishnan lampi: Sir, I support 
the demand. My friend, the representative for Commerce and 
Industry Constituency, need not have opposed it as a representative 
of that constituency. The major question that we have to consider 
now is price. The proposal of the. Government is to print maps 
and not to impose something like our excise duty on maps. So long 
sa the Government can give cheaper and better maps to school 
children, I would certainly support the demand. 

Mr- S. Piraviperumal Pillai : For the reasons adduced 
by Mr. Balakrishnan Tampi, I withdraw my opposition. 

The demand was then put to vote and carried.

DEMAND XI -ADMINISTRATION OF JUSTICE. 

Mr. Kayalatn Paramesvaran Pillai: I move for a 
grant not exceeding Rs, 75 for the appointment of a full-time 
copyist on Rs. 15 per mensem in the Tillage Panchayat Court, 
Attingal, from the 1st Kumbham 1110. 
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That Court has at present only a piece-work copyist. Owing 
to the enlargement of the jurisdiction of the court by the addition 
of four pakuthies, the work has been increasing day by day. The 
piece-work copyist has been doing not only copying work but was 
also rendering some sort of assistance to the clerk, there being but 
one clerk in the court. This proposal was made by the court and 
has been supported by the High Court. If a full-time copyist is 
appointed he can render also some assistance to the clerk. Govern¬ 
ment have considered the matter and are of opinion that a full-time 
copyist may be appointed. 

Mr. P. Padmanabhan Tam pi: May I know whether 
the Attingal Pancbayat Court is a Panehayat Court only or is also 
a Magistrate Court as well. 

Mr. Kayalam Paramesvaran Pillai: It is only a 
Panchay'at Court. 

Mr P. Padmanabhan Tam pi : Sir, I beg to oppose the 
motion. The latest Ruling of the High Court, reported in 9 T. 
L. T., will show how business is being transacted in the Panehayat 
Court. The High Court say in their proceeedings as follows :— 

“The circumstances that have led up to the proceedings about which 
this reference is made have brought out prominently a state of 
matters concerned with the working of the Bench Magistrates’ 
Court which is far from satisfactory. For reasons which cannot be 
said to be entirely fanciful, the Chairman constituted Special 
Benches and allocated particular eases for trial by them. Two 
Magistrates intruded and insisted upon the cases being tried by a 
Bench in which they also take part. This attempt failed, on 
account of the precautionary measure adopted by the Chairman, of 
putting the records within a sealed cover and giving directions to 
the clerk to hand them over only to a Special Bench constituted 
for their trial. Thus, there waa in effect an unseemly tug-of-war 
between the Chairman and two of the Magistrates and the clerk 
was merely the victim of their mutual misunderstandings. In 
my judgment, this undesirable state of things was partly due to 
the want of adequate ruiee defining the powers of the President 
and the relations that- should subsist between him on the one hand 
and his colleagues on the other. Section 12 B, Criminal Procedure 
Code, vests in Govenment the power to make rules for the guidance 
of the Magistrate’s Benches respecting certain subjects and some 
ruiee have been, aB a matter of fact, framed (see Regulations and 
Proclamations, Vol. 1, page 669). However, they are not suffi¬ 
ciently exhaustive to meet ordinary needs, and even as they stand 
they are not free from adverse comment (see Criminal Proceedings 
of the. High Court No. 30 of 1102). Unless the Chairman has 
power to determine the personnel of the Benches and to allot the 
cases to be tried by them, there is possibility of clash as illustrated 
by this as well as other instances. No. 6 of the rules adverted to 
above is not Efficiently explicit, and it will be advisable if provi¬ 
sion be made giving power to the Chairman in the directions 
indicated”. 




XV—MEDICAL.

DEMAND XVII-PUBLIO HEALTH AND SANITATION, 

Rao Sahib Dr- N- Kunjatl Pillai: Sir, I move for a grant 
of Rs. 200 under Demand XVII— Public Health and Sanitation, 
for the appointment of an Entomology Assistant temporarily in the 
Public Health Laboratory. 

Hon’ble members are aware that Mr. M. 0. T. Aiyangar who 
was the Entomologist in the Public Health Department severed his 
connection with'the Ti'avancore Government in October last and 
reverted to his' permanent appointment under the Government of 
Bengal, After his departure from Travancore, the work that he 
was carrying qn has been divided into two sections, the Laboratory 
Section and the Field Section, The Field Section has been placed 
under : the control and supervision of the Medical Officer for 
Epidemiology and the Laboratory has been placed under the control 
of. Dr. Karunakaran, Superintendent, Public Health Laboratory. Dr. 
Karunakaran is a Bacteriologist. The work that has to be done in 
the Entomological Laboratory relates to Entomology. Dr. Karuna¬ 
karan is not able to do any entomological work ; ho will only exercise 
general supervision and control over the work that may be carried 
on there. To continue the work started by Mr. M. 0- T. Aiyangar, 
Government propose to appoint an Entomology Assistant, -who is a 
Master.of Arts in Zoology, But before he could be put in charge 
Of'this work, he has to undergo training in the laboratory technique 
relating to Entomology in the Research Institute at Kasauli for 
three months and at Bombay for one month. The Government have 
selected an M. A. ill Zoology for tile appointment and he has agre¬ 
ed to undergo training both at Kasauli and at Bombay at his own 
cost, On bis return after training Government propose to appoint 
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him as an Entomology Assistant in tilts Laboratory on a pay of 
Rs. 100 rising up to Its. 175. If the grant is allowed by the 
House he will go for training immediately and will return by the 
end of Aledam, so that lie may have, to be entertained in service 
from the beginning of Edavam and for paying for two inont hs, 
namely Edavam and Mithunaia, the Government require a sum of 
Rs.200. It is for this purpose that Government have now come to 
this House with a supplementary grant for Rs. 200. I hope the 
House will allow the grant.

DEMAND XXIV -STATIONERY AND PRINTING.

Now 
that, the mnehine-s have arrived, the bill ot the firm Ins to be paid. 

Mr. E P Varghese: May I know Iront where the machines 
have been purchased ? 

Rao Sahib Dr. N. Kunjan Pillai: From England. 

Mr. E. P. Varghese : May I know whether Government 
tried to exchange some of our products . with that Company which 
supplied us the machine ? 

Rao Sahib Dr. N. Kunjan Pillai : No. 

A sum of Rs. 10,181 hos'to be paid for the three machines 
and in .the budget of the Government Press for the current year 
there is a provision of lie. 10,000 for the purchase ot typos and 
other materials The Superintendent, Government Press, has agreed 
to surrender Ks. 5,000 out of Rs. 10,000 to pay for the three 
machines. He requires another sum of Rs. 11,200. It is to meet 
this demand that the Government are now asking for a supple¬ 
mentary grant. 

Mr. s :P. Varghese : May I know whether the Supstin- 
tandent, Government Press, does not require this Iis. 5,000 for the 
machine now? 

Rao Sahib Dr. N. Kunjan PjHai : There is a provision 
of Rs. 10,000 in the current year’s budget for purchasing jty-pes*ud 
other •materials. In view of the urgency of the matter, soi :.,.payment 
for the machines, tbe Superintendent thinks that the purchase of at 
least a portion of the types which may be required can be postponed 
to next year. He has willingly and gladly agreed ,-to .surrender 
Rs. 5,000 out of Rs, 10,000 and so all that is required of the House 
now, is to vote Rs, 11,200 in order to pay for the machines which 
have already arrived.

This amount is required for the 
purchase of 800 copies of volume VII and the supplement thereto 
of the Regulations and Proclamations of Travancore published by 
Mr. Rainalingain Aiyar. The House, I am sure, knows that this is 
one of the volumes of a senes of which six volumes were published 
a few years ago.' lhe publishers ol the first six volumes were 
Messrs. N. Krislinaswamy Aiyar and R. Ramalingam Aiyar. The 
surviving member of the publishers. Mr. Ramalingam Aiyar applied 
for permission to publish the seventh volume and bring the series 

^ Mr. E. P. Varghese: May I know from the member 
whether they were publishing a newspaper ? 

Rao Sahib Dr. N, Kunjan Pillai : They are not publi¬ 
shing a newspaper now. Ido not know whether they Were doing 

. Mr. Rviimlitigam Aiyar asked for permission to publish volume 
VII and Government granted it. The permission granted was to 
publish the seventh volume including in it all the Regulations and 
Proclamations issued since the publication of the last volume up to 
the end of 1109 and also to publish in a Supplement all the amended 
Rules and Notifications which were published under the Regulations 
included in the first six volumes. The conditions of the publication 
of these volumes were exactly the same as those under which the 
previous six volumes were published. When the permission was 
granted, Government undertook to purchase 800 copieB at a price to 
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be fixed by Government after the publication of the book. The 
book has now been published and considering the size of the volume 
and the amount of labour spent in its preparation, Government have 
fixed a price of Rs, 12 per copy of the seventh volume aud supple¬ 
ment. This price, I must say, compares very favourably with the 
price of Rs. 10 per copy charged for the previous six volumes. 

Mr. E- P. Varghese : May I know from the member 
whether there is any difference in size between those six volumes 
and the seventh volume? 

Rao Sahib Dr. N. Kunjan Pillai: Yes, there is consi¬ 
derable difference. The first volume consisted of 1,031 pages, the 
second volume 1,496 pages, the third volume 1,312 pages, the fourth 
volume 1,420 pages, the fifth volume 1,144 pages, the sixth volume 
1,549 pages and the present volume consists of 1,241 pages and the 
supplement about 625 pages. 

Mr. E- P. Varghese : May I know whether any difference 
in price existed for these six volumes and if not, why? 

Rao Sahib Dr. N. Kunjan Pillai: The price of the first 
six volumes was fixed at Rs. 10 per copy, taking into consideration 
the size of the various volumes and the labour involved in preparing 
them. The present volume is bigger than any of the previous 
volumes. The biggest of the previous volumes is Volume VI 
which consists of 1,549 pages and the present volume together with 
the supplement consists of about 1,876 pages. Government took 
into consideration all the factors and decided that Rs. 12 would be 
a reasonable prize for a copy of the seventh volume and the supple¬ 
ment. To purchase 800 copies of these volumes Government 
have to pay Rs. 9,600. This was an expenditure that could not be 
foreseen at the time of the preparation of the budget for the 
current year. 

Mr. E. P. Varghese: May I know from the member 
whether the Government entered into a contract to pay Rs. 12 par 
copy of the seventh volume? 

Rao Sahib Dr. N. Kunjan Pillai : Government have 
agreed to purchase 800 copies from the publisher at Rs. 12 per copy 
of Volume VII together with the Supplement. 

As I said, the expenditure could not be foreseen at the time of 
the preparation of the budget, because the condition was that the 
price would be fixed only after the publication of the volumes. They 
have been published only recently and the price could be fixed only 
now. The price has now been fixed and Government require 
.Rs. 9,600 to purchase 800 copies and I hope the House will allow 
the grant.

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Mr. Kochikal P. Balakrishnan Tampi : Sir, I rise to 
oppose the demand—not because I find that these books are not 
necessary, they are highly essential for Government, for people in 
the legal profession, for Heads of Departments, I admit it—but I 
oppose it in order to protest against the manner in which the whole 
thing has been done. I am sure that Government would not say 
that it is such an emergent matter as to be certified under Rule 76 
or Section 32 of Regulation II of 1108 or anything of the sort. 
When Government have entered into the bargain and fixed the 
price, I do not quite understand why this demand should be brought 
before this House as if this House is sure to endorse or ratify every 
act done by the Government without the permission of the House. 
I can understand the delicate situation the Government are in. The 
Government might be driven to a court of law, I admit. But I protest 
and strongly protest against the manner in which the Government 
are entering into a contract which they could not do without the 
previous sanction of 'this House. With these words I oppose 
the demand.

Mr. E. P. Varghese : I oppose the demand, as my friend 
Mr. Tampi said not on the ground that this volume is unnecessary* 
but because of the manner in ivhich the contract has bien entered 
into and also because of the high price which is fixed for it. First 
of all from what the Chief Secretary has stated, I understand 
that there is a. considerable difference in the number of pages 
between the first six volumes. Its. 10 has been fixed for the other 
volumes. Of course this volume consists of more paves. But the 
labour that has been spent on this volume is not anything in pro¬ 
portion to what has been spent on the previous volumes, because 
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most o£ the Regulations that are published in this volume are only 
recent Regulations and there has not been many Rulings of the 
High Court. So, the publisher had not the, necessity to spend much 
time in editing this volume. He had to look into the Gazette and 
only to reprint them. Of course here and there we find a few com¬ 
mentaries. There is also an index which is very valuable. The 
.sixth volume which consists of the Civil Procedure Code is full of 
commentaries and a great amount of labour has been spent upon 
it. When compared with the labour that has been spent upon the 
VI volume, I think the labour that is spent upon this volume is 
very little. So the price of this volume has beeu fixed very high. 
That is one objection- Since this House has not got the power to 
reduce the amount, I have to oppose the demand as a whole. 

Another reason why I oppose the motion is on account of the 
manner in which the demand has been brought before the House. 
It is said that the Government have already entered into an agree¬ 
ment. This House does not care whether they have entered into 
any agreement or not. This House has to decide the question on 
its own merits. If necessary a court of law has to decide whether 
this volume can be priced more than Rs. 10. That is a matter which 
may be left to the court of law. It is not for the Government to 
say that they have already fixed the price at Rs. 12 and because 
they have fixed the price and have entered into the contract we 
must pass it. This seems to be something like that. This seems 
to he a permanent or standing contract with one publisher. He has 
published the previous six volumes and he is given contract for the 
publication of the VII also. As years pass by, we will be adding to 
the number of our Regulations and tnis seems to become a sort of 
permanent contract with this particular gentleman so far as the 
Regulations and Proclamations are concerned. Moreover, what is 
our Government Press for ? They are adding to the machines in 
the Government Press. It is better that the Government undertake 
the publication for the benefit of the public. The public must know 
the law. If any man goes to a court of law and says that ho does 
not know the law, that will not be an excuse for him. It should be 
the lookout of the Government to publish them as cheap as possi¬ 
ble. Instead of that if they band it over to such a private concern, 
it is highly objectionable; On these grounds' I oppose the 
demand. , 

Rao Sahib Dr. N. Kunjan Pillai: Sir, I am afraid, 
the Honourable members who spoke against the motion had not a 
|h*n«,'to see the two volumes which are now in my hands. (Vol,

VII and tlie Supplement were then shown to the members o£ the 
House). The Supplement is not a mere compilation o£the sheets of 
the Gazette as my friend, Mr. John Kattakayam, seems to think. 
Unfortunately he does not know English and so even if I supply 
the volume to hint he will not be able to make out what it is. I am 
sure the publisher must have spent a lot of labour in producing this 
volume. 

Mr.E. P. Verghese: May I know from the member whether 
the labour that has been spent on this volume is much less than 
what has been spent on the other volumes ? 

Rao Sahib Dr. N. Kunjan Pillai: What I say is that a 
considerable amount of labour has been spent on these volumes and 
they are not, as some members said, mere compilations. Volume VII 
contains 300 pages of case law and the lawyer members may know 
what amount of trouble one has got to take in searching for the de¬ 
cisions in case law and bringing them together in one volume. 
Even the Regulations have not been merely compiled. The Pro¬ 
ceedings of the Legislature at which the Bills were introduced and 
passed have been included in this volume in their legal settings as 
the writer of the Foreword, Mr. P. K. Narayana Pillai, says. All 
that requires a lot of labour, 

Mr. G. Narayana Aiyar: May I know who fixed the 
price for the prior volumes? 

Rao Sahib Dr. N. Kunjan pillai: Government. 

Mr. M. N. Paramesvaran Pillai: May I know from the 
member whether the Government think it necessary to publish the 
volume in Malayalam for the use of members like Mr. Kattakayamp 

Rao Sahib Dr. N. Kunjan Pillai : Not at present 

Mr. G. Narayana Aiyar : May I know how the 800 copies 

Rao Sahib Dr. N. Kunjan Pillai : For distribution 
among the various officers of Government. 

Mr. S. Piraviperumal Pillai : May I know from the 
member why when a general monopoly has been established in the 
case of English publications that monopoly is not adopted in the 
case of Malayalam publications ? 

Rao Sahib Dr. N. Kunjan Pillai; I do not think that 
question arises. This volume (the Supplement) contains all the 
Rules and Notifications published under the various Regulations 
since the publications of the last volume and at the end of it there 
is also a very useful index covering all the seven volumes. I am sure 
my friends, the lawyer members, will appreciate 'the trouble and 
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labour the publisher has taken in preparing this volume. They will 
find it extremely useful in their profession. One serious objection 
that has been raised to this demand is that the Government have 
fixed the price rather high. As I said before, for the first six 
volumes, a price of Rs, 10 per copy was fixed, and that was in 1105.

The price of suoh a work 
cannot be judged solely or even primarily by the cost of mechanical 
production—paper, setting up, printing and binding. Value is de- 
tormined not in the presa alone but also often mainly in the authors 
sanctom and the oditorial room. I do not think a volume like the 
one before me would be priced in England under 30 shillings ” 
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Mi*. M- N. Paramesvaran Pillai: May I know from 
the member whether there is anything in this Regulations which 
c ould be claimed to be the production of the editor himself ? 

Rao Sahib Dr. N. Kunjan Pillai: 1 hope the members 
will realise that bringing together the Regulations, Rules, Legislative 
Council Proceedings, case law, etc., in one volume is not an easy 
thing. I think it is more useful than the Digest. 

Mr. M. N. Paramesvaran Pillai: May I know from 
the member whether that statement is made after a comparative 
study of the Regulations ? 

Rao Sahib Dr. N. Kunjan Pillai : I make that statement 
and I am willing to be corrected by the Honourable member if 1 am 
wrong. I am not a lawyer myself. As I said, according to the late 
Mr. Watts it is not merely the cost of mechanical production, paper, 
setting up, printing and binding, but also the amount of labour 
involved that has to be considered in fixing the price. 

Mr. E. P. Varghese : May I know whether the cost of 
Stationery has not gone down since 1105 ? 

Rao Sahib Dr. N. Kunjan Pillai: It has gone down 
slightly. 

Another point that wa& raised was why the Government Press 
could not do the printing. Yes, the Government Press could do 
the printing. There also it will cost money. The printing in the 
Government Press is done not by the permanent staff alone but 
also by piece-workers. So, if the work has been entrusted to the 
Government Press, additional piece-workers would have had to be 
engaged. 

Mr. H.O. L.Marikar (Minachil cum Devicolam) ■■ If this work 
was done by the Government Press could not the Government save 
the import duty on paper ? 

Rao Sahib Dr. ,N Kunjan Pillai: Yes, they could. 

Mr. Kayalam Paramesvaran Pillai ; Is not the import 
duty a profit to Government ?

fftr. !V\. N. Paramesvaran Pillai: The Public Account! 
Committee is, in fact, one of the most important, committees const! 
tuted under the Legislative Reforms Regulation, II of 1108, becausf 
it is the only committee which has the opportunity to have an in- 
Bight into the internal working of the various departments of Gov¬ 
ernment and to suggest ways and means to secure economy. Unlikt 
the Finance Committee which occasionally meets to consider piece 
meal demands for grants placed before it by Government, and whict 
seldom gets the chance to review the whole programme of expendi¬ 
ture in its entirety before passing any proper judgment thereon, thi 
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[Mr- M. N. Paramesvaran Pillai] 

Public Accounts Committee has the privilege o£ conducting a detailed 
post mortem examination o£ the entire expenditure side of the Pub¬ 
lic lie venues, and of serving as an effective check on the vagaries o£ 
the various departmental heads. But the practical utility of this 
committee is considerably circumscribed owing to its peculiar con¬ 
stitution. With a predominant official element presided over by the 
Dewan, the committee labours under many drawbacks in playing 
with Government which plays with loaded dice always to its own 
advantage. 

Another factor that reduces the usefulness of the Public Ac¬ 
counts Committee is the anamolous position of the Financial Secre¬ 
tary being aUo the Chief Account Officer. As it is, the Public 
Accounts Committee is allowed only to consider the Audit and Ap. 
propriation Report presented to it by the Chief Account Officer, and 
it has no means of directly testing the accuracy of the accounts. 
Under tire present system such matters which the Chief Account 
Officer desires to place before the committee alone come up for con¬ 
sideration by that body, and it is quite possible that many important 
matters and serious financial irregularities may not at all be brought 
to the notice of this committee. These, perhaps, are mostly res- 
ponsible for the meagre and cursory report the committee has 
now produced. One could certainly have very much liked that this 
committee should have gone still further and exhaustively into the 
various items of expenditure and the causes of the numerous defal¬ 
cations and other irregularities in the accounts of 1108. However, 
a debate of this nature on the Report of the Public Accounts Com¬ 
mittee affords this Council another admirable opportunity to scruti¬ 
nise the administration and application of the funds sanctioned by 
it and to review the activities and working of the various depart¬ 
ments of Government. 

Sir, coming to the details of the report, I wish to dwell on a 
few points of general and paramount importance to the public. 
When going through the Audit and Appropriation Report for the 
year 110.8 what strikes one most is the numerous cases o£ misappro¬ 
priation and defalcations in the various departments of Government 
and even in the Municipalities in the State. The Account Officer 
safely throws the whole responsibility of checking the receipts on 
the shoulders of the respective departmental heads. But unfortu¬ 
nately the heads of departments seldom make use of their time to 
attend to this responsible work. Most of their time and energy are 
now spent up in initiating, organising and conducting festivities, 
celebrations, exhibitions and other shows which fall purely beyond 
the'provirice of their official duties and responsibilities. So long as 
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this state of affairs continues one need not feel any surprise at all if 
cases of defalcations are on the increase, if the revenue collections 
show a tendency to fall, and if th« Industrial and other Development 
Departments come up for much adverse criticism from the public 
and also from the two Houses of Legislature almost at every ses¬ 
sion. I would, therefore, strongly appeal to Government that, at 
least in future, their officers be directed to confine their attention to 
their ordinary and legitimate duties and to bestow proper attention 
or the affairs in their respective departments instead of frittering 
away their time and energy by meddling in matters that do not 
directly concern them. 

Sir, I ventured to say so much, because, as a matter of fact, di¬ 
versions and activities of the above kind do tell upon the efficiency 
of public service. It is no wonder we find inordinate delay, accu¬ 
mulation of huge arrears and defalcations in several departments. 
How else could it be when most of our officers are allowed to spend- 
their days and nights by going about for collection of donations and 
subscriptions for this function or thus and also for the sale of 
tickets, badges and flags as active members of various committees 1 
However much ive may complain on the floor of this House about 
the delay in the publication of even the Proceedings of the Legisla¬ 
tive Bodies or about the delay in the execution of such important 
works as t he publication of the Report of the Dovadhar Committee, 
the Superintendent of the Government Press has no fear of being 
questioned by anybody for dereliction of duties, so long as he 
promptly attends to the execution of the various orders of the 
several committees, for instance, tile printing of addresses, invita¬ 
tion cards, souvenirs and so forth,—mostly, I understood, free of 
charge and at Government expense. 

Mr. Kochikal P. Balakrishnan Tampi : Does the 
member suggest that a ban must be placed on the social activities of 
the officers ? 

Mr. M. N. Paramesvaran Plllal: Officers must attend 
to their duties first and then only think of social activities. That 
is my point, Sir. 

Another much lamentable feature we find in the report is that 
more than fifty per cent, of the total expenditure remains uon-vota- 
ble and that the total amount certified to by Government during 
the year 1108 was more than six times the supplementary grants 
voted by the Council. It is noteworthy that most of the items of 
expenditure so incurred do not appear to be so very emergent as to 
invoke the extraordinary powers of Government or to justify then- 
exclusion from the purview of discussion in the Council, or even in 
the Finance Committee. We also learn from the report that the 
expenditure under State patronage, viz., on salaries and pensions 
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[Mr. M. N. Parameswaran Pillai,] 
has steadily increased notwithstanding our repeated protests. This is 
due to the tact that very many unnecessary appointments on high 
salaries are created to provide for favoured persons and from the 
way in which these appointments are being made, one only wishes 
that, in the interest of the tax-payers, the powers of this Council 
are very much curtailed. I think, it is only because the Government 
could not under the rules provide appointments below Us. 500 with¬ 
out obtaining the sanction of the Council that, they in almost all 
such cases fix the salaries above Rs. 500 even though the individual 
blessed with the favours would have been too glad to accept the 
gifts even on much lower salaries. 

Then again, Sir, in recent years we. observe a rapid deteriora- 
tion and demoralisation iti the morale of our public service couse- 
.quent on the change of policy followed by Government in the mat¬ 
ter of recruitment. Everyone of the recent appointments made by 
Government, whether in the Judiciary or in the cadre of Magi traev 
or in the Devaswom Department or in (he Secretariat, lias been 
done at the sacrifice of efficiency and in subversion of all honest 
and well recognised principles. These appointments do indicate 
that honesty, efficiency and long and continued service have no 
longer any room or recognition in the State Service and that they 
should give place to kinship, sycophancy and nepotism. How far 
efficiency has suffered on account of these appointments and what 
serious repercussion they haye caused in the public service are mat¬ 
ters which, I am sure, we within the cognizance of every one in 
this House. 

Sir, before I conclude, I wish to refer to the proposal oE the 
Public Accounts Committee recommending, the separation of the 
Customs branch of the E xcise Department and the placing of the 
same under a separate and independent officer. This suggestion is 
evidently put forward with a view to check the leakage of'Customs 
Revenue ; but the problem of the development of trade and of the 
Customs Revenue does not seem to have engaged the intention of 
the committee. The Iuterportal Convention of 1865 really hangs 
like a millstone and prevents the growth of our Customs Revenue, 
and the revision of its terms has been long over due. Over and 
above this, our participation in the Cochin Harbour Scheme does 
not appear to be advantageous to the prosperity of our Customs 
Revenue. At the expense of our Slate two representatives were 
sent to take part in the last Harbour Conference and we expected 
that they would bring credit to the State, but what benefit they 
were able to secure or win for the country is now well-known to 
every one. In this connection, I have to stoutly denounce the 
policy of Government iu keeping the people ignorant of the step* 



»nd commitments they have undertaken in regard to the Cochin 
Harbour Scheme. Why do they not, I ask, take the people more 
into their confidence ? The advantages of the participation of our 
Government in the Cothin Harbour Scheme or of our State joining 
the future Federation are matters of vital importance on which the 
Government should really have taken the representatives of the 
people into their confidence. 

Mr. K. Madhavan Pillai ( Trivandrum) : At page 9 of 
the report it is stated “ The Chairman assured the Committee 
that, in f utui'f, whenever it became necessary to spend money which 
was not included in the budget, the matter would be placed before 
the Finance Committee Was the expenditure authorised by the 
Finance Committee ? 

Mr. M. N. Paramesvaran Pillai : We should see whe¬ 
ther such things would be none hereafter. 

Mr. K. Madhavan Pillai : What I say is whether a state¬ 
ment of expenditure was placed before the Finance Committee t

Mr. R. Nilakanta Pillai : Sir, the first point raised by 
Mr. P, Padmanabhan Thumpi is about the delay in the preparation 
of the Audit and Appropriation Report. The Audit and Appro¬ 
priation Report for any year can be prepared only after the accounts 
of the year are finally closed, which ordinarily extends to the month 
of Vrischikam of the succeeding year. The final figures are generally 
published in the Gazette during Vrischikam of each year. Then 
the details regarding the final grant and the expenditure have to be 
worked out and information has to be obtained from the varioui 
departmental heads as regards the several points that come up for 
consideration in connection with the preparation of the Audit and 
Appropriation Report, such as explanation for the variations in 
receipts, excess over grants, etc. So, it will generally take 3 to 4 
months for drafting this report, 1 
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Mr. P. Padmanabhan Tam pi: So, a delay of 4 months 
for the preparation of the final accounts ? 

Mr. R Nilakanta Pillai: It is all incidental to the 
work. The same delay occurs in every Province in British India. 

Mr. P. Padmanabhan Tam pi: Is it not possible to 
finish the accounts in the months of Kamii or Tulam ? 

Mr. R. Nilakanta Pillai: No, it is absolutely impossible. 
The Karkatalram accounts will be audited and published in the 
Gazette only by the beginning of Kanni next year. Then there 
are numerous adjustments to be carried out in the preliminary 
accounts. So that the final accounts can be closed only in Vrischi- 
kam. It is not possible to complete the work earlier than that. 
The date of the present Appropriation Report is 16th May 1934 and 
subsequently the Public Account Committee met and the commit¬ 
tee’s report was issued. At the Budget session there was hardly 
any time for discussion of the Public Accounts Committee Report 
and therefore it was placed before the Legislature for discussion at 
the next session. All this delay is incidental. It might have been 
possible to consider the report earlier if we had met early in the 

Then the important question raised by Mr. Padmanabhan 
Tampi is the separation of he Finance and Accounts Departments. 
The combination of the two appointments in a single officer makes 
it a rather difficult task for him. But in these days of financial 
stringency) the separation of the department would mean at least 
an annual additional expenditure of Rs. 25 to 30 thousand. 

Mr. P. Padmanabhan Tampi = If Government can 
spend Rs. 26,000 for the Associated Press, is it difficult for them to 
spend another Rs. 25,000 for this important measure ? 

Mr. R. Nilakanta Pillai: Admitiing for the sake of 
argument that we are spending such amount for the Associated 
Press, is it necessary to spend another Rs. 25,000 just for the 
sake of the proposed separation, at a time when we are in urgent, 
need of money for other important measures ? 

Mr. P. Padmanabhan Tampi. The Financial Secretary’s 
appointment is more important than the Associated Press. What 
is the payment made to the Associated Press ? 

Mr, R- Nilakanta Pillai I do not exactly remember the 
amount, 

Mr. M. N. Paramesvaran Pillai: Does the member 
know that the Government are losing large sums on account of de¬ 
falcation; 1 
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Mr. R- Nilakanta Pillai: I .do not admit that. In mv 
capacity as the Audit Officer, I Imre incorporated in the Audit and 
Appropriation Report all the important defalcations which have 

Mr. Padmanabhan Tampi spoke about the coinage problem. 
There was some counterfeiting of coins when the price of silver was 
only Rs. 45 to 50 for 100 tolas ; but now that the price has gone 
up there is very little for the counicrfeitora to gain. The Police 
Department also are doing their best in delecting such cases. 

Mr. M. N. Paramesvaran Pillai : Does the financial 
Secretary think that, these counterfeiters save the situation in Tra- 
vancore by inflating the currency ? { 'Laughter.) 

Mr. R. Nilakanta Pillai: I do not think so. The Tra- 
vancore Sirkar coins circulate only within Travancore State, 

Mr. P. Padmanabhan Tampi: Is the member prepared 
to withdraw all silver coins in circulation at present and issue good 
coins ? 

Mr. R. Nilakanta Pillai: I do not think it necessary as 
the coins in circulation are not all bad ; nor is it possible to do so. 
Government will have to pay back the value of these coins and they 
will thereby be losing a large amount, on account of the difference 
between the real value and the face value of the coins. 

Mr. P. Padmanabhan Tampi ; What is the probable 
annual loss ? 

Mr. R- Nilakanta Pillai: There is no annual loss by is- 
(uing coins. But on the other hand we gain a certain amount by 
issuing new coins. 

Mr. P. Padmanabhan Tampi: Will the Government 
incur any loss by withdrawing the coinage? 

Mr. R. Nilakanta Pillai •• Yes. They will incur a loss 
equivalent to the difference between the face value of the coin and 
the market value . of the silver. All the people who bring these 
coins will have to be paid their face value, but Government can re¬ 
alise only the real market value by selling these coins as bullion, 
The loss will be about 15 lakhs of rupees. So, it is not feasible to 
withdraw tha.coins from circulation at present. As regards counter, 
feiting of coins, I think it is not peculiar to Travancore alone It is 
prevalent in British India as well in respect of both their silver 
coins and currency notes. There are cases of counterfeiting in other 
countries also. 

Mr. P. Padmanabhan Tampi: Will the Government 
introduce better coins at the time of next issue? 
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Mr. R. Nilakanta Pillai : The question will bo taken 
up at the time of nest minting. At present we are not minting 
any silver coins. ° 

Mr. M- N. Paramesvaran Pillai: May I know whether 
there is any expert in the Mint at present who is able to find out 
the counterfeit coins ? 

Mr. R. Nilakanta Pillai : There are one or two subordi. 
nates. I am not, prepared to say that they are all experts. But 
by experience they are able to find out counterfeit coins. Our sil¬ 
ver coins are minted in the Birmingham Mint. 

Then, about the defalcations in the Kandukrishi Nelpuras. 
These defalcations have already been reported in detail, and Govern, 
ment have taken adequate action against the officers concerned. 

Mr. Kattnkayam and Mr. Padmanabha Pillai referred 
to the lapses in grants. I want to say that it is not possible to 
prevent these lapses. I shall explain the reason. In a large depart¬ 
ment like the Police, lapses to the extent of about Rs. 30 or 40 
thousands are bound to occur when no acting arrangements are 
made in leave vacancies in the constabulary. Similarly in the Edu¬ 
cation Department lapses cannot but arise when, for some reason or 
other, the allotment for payment of grants-in-aid has to be partially 
withheld and only a portion of the sanctioned amount is actually 
spent. So far as the P. W. D. is concerned, if the members would 
kindly refer to the Audit and Appropriation Report, they will find 
that over and above the budget grant, a good amount has been 
sanctioned additionally and a major portion of it has been spent. 
I know that there is some lapse. It is due mainly to non-payment 
of land compensation charges. There is a lapse in the Irrigation 
grant also, probably due to want of regular sanctioned estimates. 
But in future, there can be no such lapse under Irrigation, since 
an irrigation fund has been created to which the unspent balance of 
grant will be credited at the close of the year. 

Mr. M. N. Paramesvaran Pillai referred to the increase 
in salaries. From the speech of the Dewan yesterday, it will be 
seen that action has been taken by Government on the Report of 
the Retrenchment Committee. There will be a saving of Ks. 4,71,000 
when the standardisation proposals are given effect to in full. 

Mr. M. N. Paramesvaran Pillai : May 1 know whether 
any cut has been made iu the salaries of officers ? 

Mr. R. Nilakanta Pillai ; The new proposals will operate 
as a cut to a certain extent. For in the case of grade promotions, 
’ in future, officers will not get the same salary as they would have 
got under the existing scales of pay except in rare cases. 
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Mr. M. N- Paramesvaran Pillai; May I know whether 

increments have been given to particular officers ? 

Mr. R. Nilakanta Pillai: If the member will tell me who 
those particular officers arc, I shall answer him. 

Mr. Kochikal P. Balakrishnan Tampi ; May I know 

whether senior officers will also be affected by the standardisation 
of salaries. 

Mr. R. Nilakanta Pillai: Yes. 

Mr, Kochikal P. Balakrishnan Tampi; Is it an the 

principle “after me, the deluge” ? 

Mr. R. Nilakanta Pillai : Certainly not. 

Mr. Komilezhathu Sankaran : May I know whether the 
member has anything to say regarding the one anna stamp and 
eight anna stamp ? 

Mr- R. Nilakanta Pillai: Sir, it is a fact that we are 
paying two chuckrams for one anna stamp when purchased outside 
the authorised Vendors. I think that an amendment can be brought 
forward to the Stamp Regulation so that it m ly be raised to two 
chsckrams. {Laughter). If the member wants that the value at 
eight anna stamp paper should also be made equal to eight annas in 
British currency, it can be done. 

Mr. H. O. L. Marikar ; His suggestion is that the word 
“one anna” may be removed and “one and three-fourth chuckrams” 
may be substituted; similarly the words “eight nunas” may be re¬ 
moved and fourteen chuckrams” or may be printed. 

Mr. R. Nilakanta Pillai: At present the wording used 
is “ Anyhow Government have no objection to change 

the denomination from British currency to Travancore currency.

When for instance a particular member sends up amendments to 
a Bill and notice of the same is given to the other members 
that notice cannot be availed of by another member who wishes to 
move the identical amendments, when the member who sent up the 
original amendments refuses or is not prepared to move them. 
That is not the notice contemplated under the Buies. 

President: The question that the Chair has to consider 
under these circumstances is whether the House has been prejudiced 
by the absence of proper notice. It has been contended and admit¬ 
ted that a notice was given to the members five days ago. There¬ 
fore the House had ample information that this motion was going 
to be taken up to-day. The circumstances that a member who sent 
the notice is not to-day before the House for the purpose of making 
the motion could not alter the duties of the members who could 
have sent in amendments the moment they got notice of the motion. 
They could not have anticipated until to-day that another member 
was going to make that motion. A regular notice was given and 
it was in order. If members wanted to send in amendments they 
had to take action on the original motion. That does not alter the 
position, nor has it put the House in any embarrassing position. 
In view of that fact I should say that I am not exercising my duties 
wronerlv when I allow the Law Member to make his motion. 



sion empowering Government to order an investigation into the 
affairs of a company unless a specific number of shareholders 
apply for it. If Government think under any cirumstances that 
such an investigation is necessary they should have the power to 
order investigation even though a sufficient number of share¬ 
holders may not apply. This in brief is the principle of this Bill, 
and it is intended to safeguard and protect the interests of the share¬ 
holders of a company specially as against the Directors of the com¬ 
pany. The company, no doubc, is a private concern and the share¬ 
holders have themselves to protect and combine themselves to 
protect their interests. . The law makes provision for it. But still 
Government feel that having regard to Indian conditions, or at 
least as far as Travancore conditions are concerned, the shareholders 
are not keenly alive to their rights and they do not in any event 
combine to protect their common interests. Government therefore 
feel that they may have to intervene and, for that purpose, they 
should have power to order investigation into the affairs of a com¬ 
pany and as tending in the same direction they should have power 
to inspect and audit the books and accounts of a company so that 
the condition of the books, etc., may be known to the Government 
from time to time. The copies of the reports of inspection and 
investigation will be made available to the shareholders so that they 
may take the necessary steps to set matters right. Such a provision 
may not be necessary in other countries. But we know that in 
other countries the shareholders themselves act; once in every year 
they call the Directors strictly to account for every thing they have 
done in the previous year. The Directors may be very influential 
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ne aid sometnmg wrong in connection with a company and had to 
go to jail. Such a thing is unknown in India or at least in Travan- 
core. It has become therefore necessary that Government should 
intervene in these matters and that some provision should be avai¬ 
lable to protect and safeguard the interests of the shareholders. 
With this view this Bill has been passed by the Assembly and I 
n, w commend the principles of the Bill for the acceptance of this 
House. 

Mr, C- 0. Madhavati : I second it.

the travancore breach of contract 

(REPEALING) BILL. 
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Mr. C. 0. Madhavan ; I second it, 

Mr. Kayalam Paramesvaran Pillai: I shall briefly ex¬ 
plain the principles of this Bill. The object of the Bill, as honour¬ 
able members have no doubt noticed, is to repeal certain enact¬ 
ments which provide for the punishment of breaches of contract 
committed by certain classes of labourers and artificers- There are 
two such enactments now in force in Travancore. One is the 
Travancore Breach of Contract Begulation of 1080 as amended 
subsequently which provides for the punishment of artificers, work¬ 
men and labourers. The other provisions are contained in the Penal 
Code, viz., Sections 493 and 495 of the Travancore Penal Code. Sec¬ 
tion 493 provides for punishment of persons engaged during voy¬ 
ages. Section 495 provides for punishment for refusal to serve at a 
distant place to which the servant was conveyed at the master’s ex¬ 
penditure. I am sure that the House is conversant with these 
Sections and that it is not necessary for me to read them. In 
British India, the corresponding enactments have been repealed by 
Act III of 1925. The International Labour Conference of 1 930 
has expressed the view that, as far as possible, compulsory labour 
should be put an end to as early as possible. This principle has 
been accepted in British India generally and the Government also 
feel that the enactments referred to are against the spirit of the evil 
condemned by the Convention and should be repealed. In Mysore, 
action has been taken already and they repealed the corrosponding 
Regulations there by Regulation IV of 1933. This Bill, though it 
was published some months ago, could be introduced in the 
Assembly only recently and it was passed there in one sitting. I 
am sure the principles of the Bill which are non-controversial will 
be accepted by the House-. 

Mr. C. 0. Madhavan : I second it. 

The motion that the Bill be taken into consideration Was put 
end carried. 

Mr. M. N. Paramesvaran pillai: Sir, in support of this 
Bill I have to Bay a few words. It is always better to be late than 
never. The provisions of law which are now sought to be repealed 
by this Bill have really been a blot in our Statute Book. 

Mr- Kochikal P Balakrishnan Tampi: Is the member 
aware that ha is preaching to the converted as far as this Bill is 
concerned ? 

Mr. M. N- Paramesvaran Pillai: Sir, I could not hear 
the honourable member. 

President. It is good that you do not. 
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Mr. M- N. Paramesvaran Pillai : Even when the 

Breach o£ Contract Regulation was first introduced in the Legis¬ 
lative Council there was serious opposition from the non-official 
members, as it was aimed to curtail the freedom and independence 
of the labourer and other classes of people. Then the voice of non- 
officials was too feeble, and in spite of opposition the Government 
succeeded in placing that measure on the Statute Book chiefly to 
help and promote the interests of a few European planters in the 
country and for the last several years we were allowing a sort of 
slavery to go on in the State. I would therefore hail this Bill as a 
piece of labour legislation and congratulate the Government and the 
member in charge of this Bill for the readiness with which they 
have recognised the current of feeling in this country. 

With these few words I have great pleasure in supporting this Bill.

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THE TRAVANCORE HINDU LAW OF INHERITANCE 
(AMENDMENT) BILL. 

IWr. S. Piraviperumal Pillai : ( Commerce and Industry, 
South ) : Sir, I move that the Travanoore Hindu Law of Inheritance 
(Amendment) Bill, as passed by the Sri Mulam Assembly, be taken 
up for consideration. In doing so I may inform the House that the 
present Bill is only a reproduction of Act 11 of 1929 which was 
originated in the Indian Legislative Assembly and passed as Act II 
of 1929. This Bill intends to bring into conformity the Law of 
Succession here with the above Act. 

Mr. V, 5. Aruniukham Pillai : Sir, I second the 




■ 1929, it is sure to be a source of hardship and trouble. This impor¬ 
tant piece of social legislation for the Hindu communities following 
the Mitakshara Law is a long felt necessity and therefore I appeal to 
the honourable members of this House 'to accept the Bill at the 
earliest opportunity and get it passed. 

Mr. K. Sankaralingam Pillai: (Kottarakara and 

Patianapuram cum Shenc.otta ): Ihnerely want to give my explana¬ 
tion as to why the proposed amendment alone is possible under the 
law. The daughter has already been recognised to be a heir even 
• at present under the Hindu Law. Therefore no serious consequence 
would arise in the order of succession allotted to the son’s daughter 
and daughter’s daughter. 

Mr. M. Govindan ( Nominated ) : What has the member to 
say about sister’s daughter ? That is the question. 
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Mr. K. Sankaralingam PHIai : Only daughter’s have been 
recognised at present under the Hindu Law as heirs. This is only 
a very slight amendment to the order of succession of the sister’s 
daughter. About the order of succession of the heirs, the Law as 
at present is unite clear iri regard to women. So the difficulties 
that appeared to my friend do not exist. I therefore support the 
Bill, 

President : It has already been met by the existing law. 
Is that your argument? 

Mr. K. Sankaralingam Pillai : Yes, Sir. 

Mr. M. Qovindan : May I know from the member whether 
the sister’s daughter is a heir under the existing law? 

Mr. K. Sankaralingam Pillai: She is not. 

Mr. M. Qovindan ; That is the difficulty. 

Mr. Q. Narayana Alyar : Sir, this is a communal piece 
of legislation. It affects a large majority of the Hindus who 
follow the Mitakshara Law of Inheritance. It affects not only 
the Brahmins but the Vellalas, Carpenters, Pariahs and Pulayas 
who follow the Makkathayam. Generally communal legisla¬ 
tion is taken up after due publicity and after knowing the sens or 
sentiment of the community and after giving sufficient time to the 
community to know whether the community is in favour of it or not. 
Although the Bill was originally published a few mouths ago, I 
submit that is not sufficient publication. In all such communal legisla¬ 
tions such as the Nayar Regulation, the Christian Succession Regula¬ 
tion, committees were appointed by the Government to ascertain the 
sense of the community after giving them sufficient time for consider¬ 
ation. It is only after sufficient deliberation such pieces of legislation 
have been brought into effect. When we come to the question of 
the Hindu Law of Inheritance there are other difficulties also which 
have to be removed. Besides this piece of legislation other legis¬ 
lations such as Hindu Inheritance Removal of Disability Act, 
Hindu Disposition of Property Act, Gains of Learning Act, etc., as 
passed in British India have also to be taken up and considered 
here. Passing this piece-meal legislation would not serve the real 
purpose. 

Then under the recognised principles of Hindu Law, the right 
to inherit is more or less coupled with the right to offer funeral 
oblations and obsequies. From the Bill as it stands none of the 
heirs especially the females have any authority to offer any sort of 
funeral oblations. They have the right under the provisions of the 
Bill to inherit the property but not the right to offer funeral obla* 
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Mr. V. S. Arumukham Pillai: May 1 know from the 
member whether under the existing law persons who are not en- 
tiatled to perform funeral oblations are recognised as heirs ? 

Mr. Q. Narayana Aiyar : There are cases, I admit that. 
What I submit is under the Hindu lieligiou as it is understood if 
the soul of the deceased is to rest in peace tile oblations have to be 
performed and they could be performed only by the males that is 
the Gnathies. There may be a duty cast on them to per¬ 
form the funeral rites. But the people who are to enjoy the pro¬ 
perty may be a different set of people or females as stated in the 
Bill. It may so happen that the deceased’s funeral rites may not 
be performed by the Gnathy because he does not get the property 
of the deceased. 

President : So his soul may not go to heavens ? 

Mr. u. Narayana Aiyar : It may not. 

Mr. V. S. Arumukham Pillai Is it the member’s. 
opinion that the right to perform funeral oblations should alone de¬ 
termine the heirship of the deceased’s estate '/ 

Mr. Q. Naravana Aiyar : I never said that. That is 
one of the considerations along with various other considerations in 
passing a communal piece of legislation. The sentiment of the 
community has to be ascertained. There was not sufficient 
time to study in detail the provisions of the Bill and we should 
not pass it because it was passed in the Assembly very recently, 
As such I propose that the consideration of the Bill be postponed 
to some other Session of the Council. 

President: Is this a social piece of legislation or a religious 
piece of legislation '! 

Mr. G. Narayana Aiyar : It is a social piece of legislation. 
When similar pieces of legislation were introduced in the British 
Indian Legislature, the Provincial Governments wore asked to ascer¬ 
tain the sentiment of the community which would be affected by the 
enactment and sufficient time was given. Each and every com¬ 
munity cannot be represented in the Legislature. As such my sub- 
mission is sufficient time must be givturto ascertain the sentiment 
of the community, I do not know whether there was any agita¬ 
tion oh the part of any community to pass such a Bill. No special 
community came forward and wanted this piece of legislation. 
Therefore there is no hurry about it. I would therefore propose 
that the consideration of this Bill be postponed so that all the 
fact3 may be studied in detail and u comprehensive discussion may 
be had over the matter. 
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President: So, your motion is that the consideration be 
postponed '! 

Mr. Q. Narayana Aiyar : Yes, sir. 

Mr. V. 5. Aruniukam Pillai: May 1 know fr um 
the member whether the cardinal principles under the Mitakskara 
Law itself are not the principles of consanguinity ami propinquity 
and whether the principle of funeral oblations is insisted under the 
Mitakshara Law ? 

President: So far as I can understand from the honourable 
member I don’t think that it should be examined once again with 
regard to its various provisions regarding Mitakshara Law and 
Layabhaga Law. And what the member says is that this is a 
small piece of legislation. Therefore, the opinion of those whom 
the legislation should affect may be before the House. No such 
attempt has been made previously to get that opinion. There is no 
hurry to rush through this Bill without committing themselves for 
• or against the measure. The only motion he makes is that the 
consideration of the Bill be postponed. That is all what I under¬ 
stand. And we shall not now enter into the questions of consan¬ 
guinity, propinquity, Pindas, etc., 

Mr. S. Piraviperumal Pillai : Sir, all these points have 
been considered by the Select Committee and the Bill has been 
published subsequently. 

Mr. Kochika) P. Balakrishnan Tampi : 1 rise to a 
point of order : Is it not out of order to refer to that Select Com¬ 
mittee in this House '/ 

President : Yes. This House refuses to co-operate with 
the other House. The point of order raised was whether this 
Bill which was considered by the Select Committee of the other 
House could be refused in this House. 

Mr. S. Piraviperumal Pillai: Mr. Narayana Aiyar said 
that tints Bill was not published sufficiently earlier. But I say that 
this Bill is the reproduction of Act II of 1929 which was already 
passed as an Act and it has been published in our Gazette foul- 
months ago, before it was referred to the Select Committee of the 
other House which considered all these questions and have come,- 

President; Let us not talk about the Select Committee 
at all. 

Mr. M. N. Paramesvarati Pillai: But the Select Com¬ 
mittee’s Report has been given to us, Sir. 

President; Wbat the Select Committee considered and re- 
cummended, let that fact remain. 

Mr. M. N- Paramesvaran Pillai: From the report sub¬ 
mitted by the Select Committee I don’t .find that they have con¬ 
sidered this aspect. 
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Mr. 5. Piraviperumal Pillai: However, the, motion of 
Mr. Narayana Aiyar is to refer this Bill to a future session. I leave 
it to the good sense of the House. 

Mr- Kochikal P. Balakrishnan Tampi: Does the mem¬ 
ber think that this House is not giving a bad precedent for the 
Government to rush through a legislation ? 

Mr. S. Piraviperumal Pillai: I do not say that this is 
a mere reproduction of .the original Bill. As a matter of fact, I 
have no objection in defining the consideration of this Bill. 

President: Do you say that you have no objection in post¬ 
poning the consideration of this Bill ? 

Mr. S. Piraviperumal Pillai: No, Sir. 

The motion was put Jo vote and carried. 

The consideration of the Bill was postponed. 

THE TRAVANCORE JliNMI AND KUDIYAN REGU¬ 
LATION (AMENDMENT) BILL, 

Mr. K. N, Kesavan Namputiripad : This Jenmi and 
Kudiyan Regulation (Amendment) Bill was sent to the Secretary to 
the Council a tew months back when according to the original pro¬ 
gramme. this meeting ought to have taken place in November. 

The Bill is intended to extend the period for filing suits for 
arrears of 1 Michavaram, It was my intention, at least, to introduce 
it before the period had actually expired. But due to unavoidable 
circumstances and due to the ill-luck of the Jenmies the meeting of 
the Council was postponed and hence I could not introduce it in the 
Council as I originally intended. 

Mr. M. N! Paramesvaran Pillai: Is it not in the com¬ 
petence of (his House to give a retrospective effect and consider 
this Bill ? 

Mr. K. N. Kesavan Namputiripad : Yes. Meanwhile 
the Jenmies were not remaining inactive and they made use of the 
time available to them. Now the attempt to extend the period 
which has already expired does not seem to me proper and it will 
be just like writing the horoscope of a dead child. 

Mr, G. Narayana Aiyar : Was not retrospective effect 
given to some provisions of the Regulation ? 

Mr. K. N. Kesavan Namputiripad : l T es. But I don't 
think it is possible here. Anyhow, I take this opportunity to in¬ 
form the Council that by reducing the period from 12 years to six 
years to tile suits for the arrears of Michavaram The Jenmies have 
sustained a heavy loss. But I don’t think that this is the occasion 
to narrate the loss of the Jenmies. 

Mr. M. N. Paramesvaran Pillai: May I know from the 
member whether there is a bar even under the existing Regulation? 
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Mr. K. N. Kesavan Namputiripad : Yes. There is a 
hue. But the period has been red need from 13 years to fi years, 

Mr. M. N. Paramesvaran Pillai : Where is it given in 
the Regulation ? 

Mr. K. N- Kesavan Namputiripad : In the last Section. 

Mr. M. N. Paramesvaran Pillai : That Section only 
deals with Jenmikaram. There it is given 12 years for the recovery 
of Miehavamm. I don’t think there is a bar for the recovery of 
Miobavarnra. 

Mr, K. N. Kesavan Namputiripad: I think the (High 
Court should decide whether there is any difference between Jonmi- 
knram and Michavaram. 

In (he.circumstances I have stated I don’t wish to introduce 
the Bill and bog leave of the House to withdraw it. 

President : Have you settled your differences '! What is 
your motion V I have not heard the motion at all. 

Mr. K. N. Kesavan Namputiripad : Sir, I don’t wish 
to ask the leave of the House to introduce this Amendment Bill 
I withdraw it. 

The motion for leave to introduce the Jonmi and Kudiyan 
Regulation (Amendment) Bill was not made. 

President : Now' it is the turn of Mr. John Kattakayam, 
And now wo will go up to another world.

Mr. E. P. Varghese: I oppose the motion moved by 
Mr. John Kattakayam. I don’t find a necessity for changing the 
law as it is obtained to-day. Before a law of this kind is altered 
the need for the change must have been felt. As far as I could see 
there has been no demand from the Christian communities for this 
alteration being effected in the existing law. 

Mr. Kochikal P. Balakrishnan Tatnpi : Does the 
member include both the Latin and the Syrian Christian ? 

Mr. E- P. Varghese : I mean Christians of all the deno¬ 
minations—Latin, Syrian, Jacobite, Mar Thoma, etc. There are a 
number of Christian Associations existing in the country that have 
been passing resolutions, but I have not been able to find a single 
resolution demanding an alteration of this law nor have I come 
across any request in any of the papers of the country, or any re¬ 
solution of public meetings demanding for an alteration of the 
existing law. And looking through the rulings of the High Court, 
I have not come across any suggestion from the High Court that 
these sections require an amendment. In short, Sir, during the 
last 18 years since this Regulation has been passed, there has not 
arisen any case, in which this apprehended danger or dispute has 
arisen in a court of law, at least in the High Court in which this 
question has arisen. There has been no necessity, strictly speaking, 
and there has been no dispute on this point at all. The law as it 
exists seems to be quite clear. What my friend wants now to 
bring in, is an alteration in Section 5 which defines Stridhauom. 
Ofcourse my friend apprehends that the Stridhanom given by 
the grand parents when the parents are alive will not be included or 
considered as mere Stridhanom, and the daughter will have subsist, 
ing .claims for Stridhanom from the property of the father. My 
contention is, first of all, no such contingency has ever arisen and 
secondly, if the grand parents give stridhanom at the time of marri¬ 
age, because they are in possession, of the property of the parents 
which would, on their death, go to the father or mother, I 
think no court of law would say that stridhanom has not been 
legally given from, the estate of the parents. Then it is rather a 
retrograde legislation. We are going back instead of progressing 
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with the times. Natural justice would require treating daughters 
on an equal footing with the sous, but social customs and senti¬ 
ments are very slow to change. 

Mr. G. Narayana Aiyar : May I know from the member 
when once Stridbanom has been promised or paid the daughter has 
got any claim against the estate of the father or the grand father V 

Mr. E. P. Varghese : No. What we find is that the claim 
of the daughter has been fixed at one-third that of a son in the 
neighbouring State of Cochin. Even in our State we have got 
. certain sections among the Christians who give equal shaves to sous 
and daughters. So, in my opinion, it is high time that, instead of 
denying the daughter what she might get from others by deduct* 
ing it from her stridbanom, we should add to her portion, by in¬ 
creasing her share in the ancestral property. 

Mr. G. Narayana Aiyar : May I know from the member 
whether there is any difference between ancestral property and self 
acquired property in Christian law f 

Mr. E. P. 'Varghese : No, there is none. The succession 
opens oDly on the death of the parents under the Christian Law. 
The other section in which my friend the honourable member wants 
a change is section 28. There he says that Stridhanoin should be 
made a'charge on the property of the person who receives it. My 
view is that it is a dangerous piece of legislation. Because by doing 
thus, it creates a charge on the property which will remain a charge 
till the woman dies or till she demands it. It is very seldom that 
women demand back their Stridhanom. Further when a dowery is 
made a charge in this manner it null not find a record in any court 
and one who deals with a married man’s property will not be able 
to find out the charge. 

Mr. G. Narayana Aiyar: Is there not any period of limi¬ 
tation prescribed for the charge against the property ? 

Mr. E. P. Varghese: Yes, there is. But in this case, the 
time is said to run from the date of demand. That is what the 
amendment requires. So it is, that I said, she may not demand at 
all during her life time and it will ever remain as a charge on the 
property. Further, will anybody know that there is such a charge 
on the property ? Generally we create a charge on a property by 
registering a document, and in such cases, by an enquiry in the 
Sub-Begistrar’s Office by obtaining encumbrance certificates, we will 
be able to find whether there is a charge or not. But in this case 
such a charge will not find a place in the Sub-Begistrar’s Office. 
So, this will be a charge which is not ..easily traceable and it will 
Spring upon the persons who claim money lent without the exis¬ 
tence of this secret charge. Aud, naturally, this will prevent tran¬ 
sactions'with members of the Christian community, because every 
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ou3 will suspect that there will be something unknown behind— 
the Stridhanom charge. There is this danger and so my submis¬ 
sion is, considering all these tilings the amendment should not 
be allowed. 

Mr. M. Govindan : Does the member have any objection to 
the amendment being made like this:—‘ That a communication may 
be made to the Sob-Registrar tor recording that Stridhanom as a 
charge on the property as in the case of suits ’ ? 

Mr. E. P. Varg'hese . Then the amount of Sti idhanom that 
is paid will have to be made known to the whole world and either 
a special officer appointed, or the priests who solemnise the marriage 
will have to be ordered to communicate to the Regi strar and this 
charge will remain so till she dies or till she demands, and that on 
the whole property of the husband. Ordinarily we know a charge 
will extinguish in 12 years, but this very often remains much more 
than 12 years. 

Mr. M- Govindan : What is the hardship in a charge re¬ 
maining which has not been discharged 1 

Mr. E. P. Varghese: No law provides for a charge to 
remain so for an indefinite period and that on the entire estate of 
the husband. Even under the existing law there is no difficulty to 
recover it from the bauds of the husband. The wife can demand 
it at any time and recover it within six years from the date oE 
demand. So, there is no necessity for the alteration. On these 
grounds, Sir, I oppose the motion. In my opinion, I think, it is 
time that wo progress according to the progress of the community. 
Here the woman or the daughter is going to be deprived of what 
she might get even by way of presents from any relative. Before 
a legislation is imposed upon a community it should also lie consider¬ 
ed whether there has been any demand from the community for the 
same. So, I oppose the motion. 

President : jThe <jne>>tion I have now to put is whether leave 
be granted to introduce the Travancore Christian Succession Regu¬ 
lation (Amendment) Bill. 

Leave to introduce the Bill was granted. 

Mr. E. P. Varghese : Sir, I demand a poll.

Sir, on principle I 
have to oppose the resolution of the Honourable, member for 
Muvattupuzha cum Todupuzha. What Iain going to say in this 
■ connection may not be palatable either to Government or to the 
representatives of the Press. 

President : Is it a bad thing ? 

Mr. M. N. Paramesvaran Pillai: Ido realise that by 

opposing the resolution I will be only courting the attack from the 
Press ; but that shall not deter me from discharging a greater duty 
I owe to this House and to the public at large. In my view there 
is no reason or justification for giving any allowance- to the Press 
representatives attending the Council Sessions. 
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instance the Associated Press for which, I understand, the Govern- 
rnent are giving a monthly grant of Ks- 2,100 or so from November 
1932. They alone becom e the recepients of this privilege or hos¬ 
pitality of Government. 

President: How does that arise on this resolution ? Sup¬ 
posing the policy of the Government were changed according to the 
very kind advice which you are offering for them, would you allow 
this allowance being given to the Press ? The policy of the Govern¬ 
ment becomes pertinent only if the grant of the allowance depends 
upon the wise policy followed by Government. If the policy 
followed by the Government is not wise, then the representatives 
of the Press should not be granted the allowance. If that is what 
you say, then your argument is relevant- Otherwise, it is not at 
all relevant.. 

Mr- M- N- Paramesvaran Pillai: I referred to that 
point just to emphasize that so long as the present policy of Gov¬ 
ernment is not changed there cannot be any advantage in accepting 
this resolution. 

President: There is nothing hypothetical about the posi- 

Mr. M. N. Paramesvaran Pillai : In view of all these I 
am sure this opposition of mine will gain the fullest support of this 
House and I am confident that even the representatives of the Press 
will not in the least feel any way aggrieved if this House throws 
the resolution out. 

Mr. Kochikal P. Balakrishnan Tampi : I rise to 
oppose the resolution. No speech is required to commend the 
services of the Press. Nobody in this House, no sensible man, no 
sane person will deny the valuable services rendered by the Press. 
But that is no reason why this House should play to the gallery 
literally and metaphorically. I do not want the honourable members 
to be referred to the tortuous history of Parliamentary Press report¬ 
ing. If, for a moment, my friends would make a reference to the 
history of Parliamentary Press reporting they would find that it is 
a very great privilege enjoyed by the representatives of the Press in 
being allowed to report verbatim the proceedings of the legislature- 
It is common knowledge that, till about 150 years ago, representa¬ 
tives of the Press, even in the. Parliament, only smuggled the pro¬ 
ceedings. As Mr. M. N. Paramesvaran Pillai put it, it is reciprocal 
obligation ; they help the people by publishing the proceedings of 
the legislature, and they get the valuable opportunity and privilege 
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to attend and report the proceedings of the legislature. What is 
heard here by half a dozen or a dozen people is broadcasted through¬ 
out the country by the Press ; and, in return, the Government, by 
permiting the newspaper reporters to attend the meetings of the 
legislature and to report the proceedings, afford them material for 
their paper. There is therefore reciprocal obligation, as I said. In 
the circustances I do not think the representatives of the Press, who 
follow a noble profession, a very independent profession, would 
really feel thankful to Government if the Government decide upon 
giving them some thing like doles in the shape of daily batta as now 
suggested in the resolution. I dare say they are not going to be 
swayed, by considerations of such doles, from the noble path they 
have to follow in their work. I therefore oppose the resolutfon. 

I must say, Sir, that I do not share the apprehensions oi my 
friend Mr. M. N. Paramesvaran Pillai that, by opposing this resolu¬ 
tion, we would be courting trouble. We are not doing honour to 
the representatives of the Press by having such apprehensions. 
I am sure members of the Press are not going to get offended 
when we discharge our duty here, merely because, in this matter we 
oppose their being given something which one of us wants them 
to be given. 

Mr- G- Narayana Aiyar : Were there representations, from 
the Press—representatives, for this daily allowance now suggested 
jn the resolution ?

kayam was speaking, 1 was in a bad predicament. I thought I 
would be the only member. !o stand up and oppose his resolu¬ 
tion. I am happy to find, Sir, that some Honourable members on 
the other side o£ the H ouse also agree with me in thinking that 
there is no justification to give daily batta to the Press reporters as

recommended by the resolution, I agree with the observations 
made by some members on the other side that the newspapers'—at 
any rate some of them—are doing really good service to the country. 
1 will be the last man to deprecate the good work, if any, done by 
them. But .the question for consideration now is whether there 
is any necessity or justification for granting daily batta to the 
newspaper reporters, as advocated by Mr. Kattakayam. 

Sir, the wording of the resolution is very significant. Mr. Kat¬ 
takayam wants the Press representatives to be given at least the 
batta granted to members of the legislature. The idea of 
Mr. Kattakayam seems to be that, if he were the authority to sanction 
batta and if it were possible for him to do so, he would even give 
the Press representatives more than the daily allowance now given 
to the members of the legislature. Mr.i Kattakayam is however 
making only a modest request to Government that the represent¬ 
atives of the Press must be given at least the batta now given to 
the members of the legislature. 

I do not think, Sir, it is necessary for me to dilate upon the 
independence and the nobility of the journalistic profession in this 
connection. I shall merely point out to Mr. Kattakayam and to 
this House how much it would cost Government if the resolution 
were accepted and acted upon. At present, I believe, we are issuing 
about 30 Press tickets for admission to meetings of the legislative 
bodies. 

Mr. M- N. Paramesvaran Pillai: What is the basis 
on which the Press tickets are issued ? What is the principle ? 

Rao Sahib Dr. N. Kunjan Pillai: Before getting the 
privileges of the Editors’table a newspaper must have had three 
years’ standing. In other words Government watch for three 
vears how the paper is being conducted, whether it is really useful 
to the public or not. After three years, on application by the news¬ 
paper concerned, Government, if they are satisfied with the conduct 
of the newspaper, grant it the privileges of the Editors’ table, so 
that the representative of that paper may get admission into the 
Press Room. 

Mr. M N. Paramesvaran Pillai: May I know whether 
permission to attend the meetings of the legislature has been 
refused to any newspaper ? 

Rao Sahib Dr. N- Kunjan Pillai: Yes. 

Mr. M, N. Paramesvaran Pillai: Op what ground ? 
Rao Sahib Dr N. Kunjan Pillai: The grounds may vary 
with individual cases. 
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As I was submitting, Sir, we are now issuing about 30 tickets 
to the representatives of the Press- At present there are 124 
newspapers including dailies, bi-weeklies, weeklies, monthlies and 

Mr. M. N- Paramesvaran Piltai; How many of these 
receive grants from Government 7 

Rao Sahib Dr. N. Kunjan Pillai : I am unable to 

answer that question now. 

The total number of newspapers, Sir, as I have already sub¬ 
mitted, is 124. If Mr. Kattakayam’s resolution is accepted and if 
the Government magnanimously agree to give daily batta to the 
Press representatives at Rs. 5 per diem, I am sure—even if Govern¬ 
ment eliminate and refuse permission to, say, 24—there would be 
about 100 newspapers applying for permission to attend the meet¬ 
ings of the legislature. 

Mr. Komilezhathu Sankaran = Do the Government 
allow the same individual to represent more than one newspaper ? 

Rao Sahib Dr. N. Kunjan Pillai : In some cases, it has 
been allowed, 

I was submitting, Sir, that if the Government decide upon 
giving the daily allowance now recommended by the resolution, 
there will be about 100 newspapers seeking admission to the 
meetings of the legislature. And, on an average, the two Houses 
of legislature together meet for about 40 days in the year including 
the holidays that intervene between the days on which the legis¬ 
lature actually meets. (I dare say Mr. Kattakayam does not intend 
to exclude such holidays for this purpose alone, since the members 
of the legislature get their daily allowance for these holidays also.) 
At the rate of Rs. 5 per diem, for 40 days of the meetings of 
the legislature, for 100 reporters, the cost would come to 
Rs. 20,000. 

Mr. P. Padmanabhan Tampi (Kalkulam cum Vilmanc»iy. 
May I know whether that exceeds the amount paid annually to the 
Associated Press ? 

Rao Sahib Dr. N. Kunjan Pillai: I have no information, 
Sir, about any such payment to the Associated Press. 

Mr. M. N. Paramesvaran Pillai •• Who is to decide 

whether a particular paper is being conducted in the interests of the 
public or not ? 

Rao Sahib Dr. N. Kunjan Pillai i Government. If the

Rao Sahib Dr. N. Kunjan Pillai: No ; I was just going 
to say that. 

No doubt, Sir, the next issue of the newspapers will contain 
glowing tributes to Mr. Kattakayam for the resolution which he 
has now moved. It is also not unlikely that the unfortunate 
members who have opposed the resolution will come in for a good 
deal of abuse or adverse comment. 

Mr. Kochikal P. Balakrishnan Tampi: May I know 
whether Mr. Kattakayam is a journalist ? 

Rao Sahib Dr. N. Kunjan Pillai: I do not know ; but, 
from his speech. It looks as if he is a poet. It may be that he is a 
journalist also. {Laughter.)

Mr. Kochikal P. Balakrishnan Tampi Sir, I whole¬ 
heartedly support the motion so ably moved by my friend Mr. Pad- 
mauabha Pillai. I arn not unaware that the Goveanment is quite 
aware of the hardships the people are suffering. The address deli¬ 
vered by the Dowan in the Joint Session is ample evidence of the 
fact that the Government is quite aware of the situation. The 
analysis of the situation is correct. The diagnosis cannot be said to 
be wrong. But the only point in which the non-officials differ 
from the Government is in regard to the remedies suggested. We 
are glad to note that Government have done something for the 
amelioration of the people. We are thankful to Government for 
that. But the non-official point is that the Government have not 
gone ns far as we wish them to go. It is one thing to make pom¬ 
pous speeches and give sentimental promises regarding the earnest¬ 
ness and anxiety of the Government and it is another thing to 
properly meet the situation. 
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Sir, in this connection I am reminded of the story of a few 
American millionaires who mot in Chicago. The story goes to say 
that they ate and drank unto (he wee little hours of the morning. 
Conscience smote one of them. Ho got up and made a sentimental 
speech. lie talked of the duties of the rich by the poor ; how the 
poor are picking up the crumbs that fall from the tables of the rich 
and in fact he made an impressive speech and at last he made a 
striking- demonstration of the sympathy which the rich owe to the 
poor in this way before they dispersed—he proposed three lusty 
cheers to the poor of Chicago, which, in fairness I must add, was 
loudly responded to by the rest of the company. 

I am reminded of that story when the Government, tithe after 
time, make touching references to the poverty of the poor, the scarcity 
of water and the fall in the price of food commodities. But all the 
same I am afraid they are having their tongue in their cheek when 
they say they are taking adequate remedies to meet the situation- 

Mr. M. N. Kamyans Menon referred to the hardship of the 
Kuttanad ryots and the Nanjinad ryots and T am here, Sir, faith¬ 
fully representing my constituency, I must repeat my master’s voice, 
a master’s voice of my constituency. It is this, that in my place, 
Mavelikara, Ivarfcikapalli and Kummttur, they have got the disadvan¬ 
tages of both Kuttanad and Nanjinad. Wo have got scarcity of 
water as well as the pest. Therefore with all the earnestness that 
I can command and with all the strength at my command I implore 
the Government that they should give effect. 

Mr. V. S. Arumukham Pillai: May I know from the 
member whether he is subjected to the same taxation as the Nanji¬ 
nad ryots? 

Mr. Kochikal P. Balakrishnan Tampi: Honestly con¬ 
fessing- I have not made a comparative study of the statistics. 

Arumukham Pillai: May I know from the 
member whether he is aware that the Nanjinad ryots pay the 
highest tax in the whole' State ? 

Mr. Kochikal P. Balakrishnan Tampi : No pains, no 
gains. They get the largest yield in the State. 

Mr. V.S. Arumukham Pillai: May I know from the 
member whether he is aware what the yield pel- acre is ? 

Mr. Kochikal Balakrishnan Tampi: I confessed at 
the very beginning that I-have not got ready statistics.,

Mr. V. S. Arumukham Pillai i Sir, I rise to support the 
resolution so .ably moved by my friend, Mr- Padmanabha Pillai. 
He ha6 elaborately dealt with the real hardships and difficulties 
which the ryots iu general are subjected to at present. Sir, ever 
since I entered this Council I have been crying hoarse over the woes 
and miseries of the ryots in general and I have dealt elaborately 
with the real sufferings of the ryflta in JSanjinad. I have also dealt 





come forward at this time o£ distress and be able to render adequate 
reliefs. Our Government, Sir, it is a pity, are shutting their eyes 
to the real sufferings of the people. 

In dealing with the lot of the ryots in general 1 cannot but 
refer to the lot of the Nanjinad ryots. I may be accused of too 
much.of local patriotism. Sir, I may be permitted to offer a word 
of explanation. So many of my friends coming from north Tra 
vancore often accuse me that I am too much of a local patriot. I 
offer a word of explanation. Sir, the lot of the Nanjinad ryot is 
really miserable and is entirely different from the lot of the other 
agriculturists in other taluks. Sir, in the matter of taxation as I 
have repeatedly stated before this House, the ryots of Nanjinad are 
being given a stepmotherly treatment at the hands of Government. 
Sir, I have stated that the maximum tax in Nanjinad per acre of 
paddy land is Rs. 35. Such a heavy tax is not obtaining anywhere 
in the whole of .he civilised world. I challenge my learned friends 
who accused me of too much of local patriotism to, come forward

Mr. A. Kumara Pillai: Is it the tax for wet land ? 

Mr. V. S. Arumukhani Pillai : Yes, I am speaking of 


Mr. M. Govindan -• Is there no margin whatever ? 

Mr. V. S-Arumukham Pillai : Sir, if my learned friend 
who put tnis question had listened carefully to my speech during the 
last session of this Council he will be able to correctly understand 
the real position. I have given there facts and figures in most 
cases. I have shown that, the Naiijinad ryots get no margin of 
profits. On the othSr hand in certain cases he gets a deficit. 

Mr. M. Govindan : Does ho continue cultivation all the 
same S’ 

Mr. V. S. Arumukham Pillai : Yes. It has become a 
habit with him. He has to pay tax and the Government by force 
trill not allow him to abandon agriculture. 

Mr. Komilezhathu Sankaran : Is it not a fad that the 
Nanjinnd ryots are specially favoured by Government on account of 
the Kodayar Project? 

Mr. V. S. Arumukham Pillai: I am coming to that. 
Sir, 1 would be failing in my duty if I don’t acquaint this House 
with- the real miserable state of affairs that are now exiBtiDg. 
While the ryots of Naujinad have been gronningin distress and in¬ 
debtedness, the year 1110 commenced with a severe drought ever 
unheard of in the annals of history. Sir, even at the beginning of 
Iianni harvest this drought began to do havoc to about 7000"and 
odd acres of paddy land. 

Mr. Komilezhathu Sankaran : May I know the approxi¬ 
mate extent that is being cub iva.ed by using water from the irri- 
gaticr canals ? 




Mr. V. S. Arumukham Pillai: It is about 60,COO acres 
of paddy fields. Sir, there was a failure of crops of over 6 to 7 
thousands acres of paddy fields in the taluks of Tovala and Agns- 
tiivaram. What does it mean ? It means the impoverishment of 
the ryots to a loss of working capital to the extent of 58,000 ru¬ 
pees. It would be thought that I am exaggerating too much, that 
I am exaggerating the poverty and misery of the people there. But 
really that cannot be described to you because of its magnitude. Sir, 
it is a matter which can only be felt by actual contact with the people 
there. I ask my friends here to go with me to every village and I 
boldly assert that I will be able to convince them about the true 
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lands even especially when their lands lie fallow. The conditions of 
Che agricut .urists in Nanj nad a'so 'ell the same woeful tale. The 
cultivation.of garden lands throughout the Slate is not very lucra¬ 
tive, The cocoauuts which were once selling at the peak price of 
Rs. 90 to y8 per thousand now fetch only "Rs. 1,5 to .20. The 
cocoanut growers also lose heavily and are steadily running into 
financial ruin. 

As the cumulative effect of all these adverse conditions we find 
that the major portion of the ryot population in fravancore con¬ 
tinues to be in a state of what may be called ruinous indebtedness. 
The total rural indebtedness in the State is estimated at 25 crores 
of rupees. According to the Census Report as well as the Report 
of the Banking Enquiry Committee more than 70 percent of these 
debts are secured on lands. The Government may contend that 
they arc doing their best to relieve the ryots from their present 
ruinous conditions by helping them with agricultural loans and 
loans from the Land Mortgage Bank. There are also various co¬ 
operative concerns which are apparently helping the cultivators with 
loans. But, in my view, all these remedies clo only aggravate the 
malady by crushing the poor ryots under the mill-stone of debts. 
The co-operative concerns go a step further and convert the whole 
country into a land of perpetual debtors, for what we really find is 
that to raise a loan a man has, besides victimising himself, to drag in 
two others also into the transaction. 

Within che short time at my disposal, it is not possible for me 
to bring to the notice of Government, the manifold nature of the 
miseries and sufferings of the people. But, f feel sure that from 
what I have just now stated.it is amply clear that the ryots in 
Travaneore need immediate relief of a tangible nature. There is no 
use in appointing committees and shelving matters indefinitely. The 
public have really begun to suspect the bonafities of Government in 
appointing these committees ; for they find that committees are 
usually appointed only when Government want to put off things. I 
think a grave situation has arisen in the country calling for the im¬ 
mediate remission of the entire laud tax and for taking such other 
steps to alleviate the miseries of the people. 

Sir, it may be contended from the Treasury Benches that a 
complete remission of land tax will bring about a fall of about 30 or. 
3ti lakhs of rupees in the land revenue. But, in view of the 
Financial Secrttary’s optimistic forecast in the Budget for the year, 
and his statement that our financial position is unquestionably sound 
l uo not think Government can have any reasonable excuse for not 
according to .his demauu of the country. There is yec another point 
to which l wish to araw the attention of Government, The Railway 
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Sinking Fund, which is the accumulated savings from the taxes paid 
by the present generation cannot be be.ter utilised than for the alle¬ 
viation of the present distressing condition of the people. Then again 
it the several unnecessary appointments in the State service are abo¬ 
lished and appropriate cuts in salaries and pensions are effected, I 
am sure, there will be a big saving, wh.ch a ill free Government 
from all financial embarrassments that may likely confront them 
in accepting a planned scheme for removing rural indebtedness. In 
my opinion Government need have no fear or anxiety in this 
matter. Sir. with these words I support the resolution and appeal 
to this House to give its whole-hearted support to the same.

Mr. P. Padmanabban Tampi : Sir, I beg, strongly, to 
support the motion. Any lengthy speech in the matter or any 
arguments on the subject- may be out o£ place. We have been 
hearing the difficulties n£ the agriculturists for a long time past and 
the Government were repeatedly requested to redress their grievan¬ 
ces. In the year 1109, we brought the same resolution and by the 
effect of that, Government made a reduction of 12J per cent, land 
tax. Even though that was not n satisfactory reduction, we. 

Mr. V. S. Arumukham Piliai : May I know from the 
member whether he is aware that even that remission was not given 
effect to in most places in Nanjinad by the revenue authorities con¬ 
cerned ? 

Mr. P. Padmanabhan Tampi.- I am speaking of the 
reduction in 1109. A reduc.ion was made in the year 1109. Even 
though there was a nominal reduction in that year, in land tax, the 
agriculturists were never satisfied with that and brought m another 
resolution. In 1110 also tln-re was a reduction of 12J per cent, not 
only for the wet lands, but for garden lauds, Siipadom lands and 
other lands as well. But the necessity has arisen now to request 
the Government for a fur flier reduction of land tax. We all know 
about the difficulties of the agriculturists. Even in a latest Press 
Communique, published by the Government, it was pointed out by 
the Government that the water in the Kodayur Dam will feed only 
23,000 acres of land. I may even say that the figure given there 
is far byond their estimation and that the water in ’he l lam will 
not be sufficient to feed even 23,000 acres of land. Now the diffi¬ 
culties of the agriculturists were again brought to the notice of the 
. Government and a deputation waited on the Dewan and these 
matters were brought to his notice. As a result of that, a com¬ 
mittee was appointed, --vith a long period of three months to'report 
about the matter. That was only to shirk the business, as Gov rn- 
ment was aware that the agricul ural ii d ,-b edn.-ss extended to so 
many lakhs of rupees as wus stated in the Economic depression 
-Enquiry Comruifcee Repent. There was absolutely no necessity 
for the appointment of a committee and this was done only to put 
pff matters, .Now, Sir, the prices of agricultural produce has gona 
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Jar low and there is no possibility of getting the produce even 
and the agriculturist’s lot is very hard indeed. So, in very strong 
terms, I support the resolution.

Mr. Q. Narayana Aiyar ; Sir, I support the resolution. I 
cotne from the northern most part of T.avancore. Ihe conditions 
in north. Travancore ate in no way better. There is total failure of 
crops in many places. According to the principle of taxation, or 
the principles of the Proclamation for the levy of land tax, a 
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[Mr. G. Narayana Aiyar.] 
liability to pay tax arises only if there is enough yield left after deduc¬ 
ting cost of seed and labour. When there is not sufficient yield to 
pay even for seed and labour, it is not justifiable to enforce land tax. 
So, on the very foundation of the principle, it is clear that there is 
no legal iiab.lity on the, tax-payer to pay tax when there is total 
failure of crops, I endorse tile views of the previous speakers and 
support the resolution. 

Mr. M- Govindan : Sir, I agree with the speakers who 
spoke about the distress of the ryots. But the question here is 
whether the remedy proposed is adecpiate. As Mr. Kunjitomman 
pointed out—he'is himself a ryot of vast experience—the granting 
oE this remission will have the effect of a large reduction in the 
revenues of the State, out of proportion to the advantage gained by 
the rvots. As he pointed out, the large majority of persons who 
would be affected by this remission wouid be persons who are pay¬ 
ing less than Rs. o as tax. The remission of Rs. 2* peraunum will 
be something like the distribution of charity to the extent of Rs. 2J

Mr. M. Govindan : Certainly, I am pleading that the 50 
per cent, relief is not adequate. My impression is that Mr. Padma- 
nabhan Tampi is not a believer in committees. He said that wii 
would be postponing the evil day if committees are appointed as it 
-will be not a bma fide attempt to solve the problem. I am not of 
that view. When a situation has arisen which calls for deliberate 
consideration and adoption of. satisfactory remedies, the proper 
course is to appoint a committee of experts and laymen who are 
really affected by the situation. I believe Government have ap¬ 
pointed such a committee It is better that we patiently wait for 
the report of that committee. After that committee has reported, 
if the Government delay in taking action, it will be time enough for 
ns to criticise Government’s inaction. But before the committee. 





has made the report, and when the Dewan has made an elaborate 
statement indicating that the Government were anxiously looking 
over the matter and ready to do what is thought advisable under 
the circumstances, I think it is most uncharitable for this House to 
press for a remission of 50 per cent. tax. It is not only unchari¬ 
table, I say it is most inadvisable. It may lie that the committee 
may recommend a more satisfactory relief to the ryots. Why should 
the House be in such a hurry at this particular moment to rush 
through this remission. 

Mr. M. N. Paramesvaran Pillai; May I know from the 
member whether he is expressing the opinion of his consti¬ 
tuency ? 

Mr, M. Govindan : I am expressing the opinion of an 
ordinary man that looks into these matters with sobriety. My 
friend, Mr. Parainesvaran' Pillai, was speaking ot Kut.anad. Iam 
sure I vis ted Ku tanad after Mi Pirun si mil 1'iUai we.it there, 
I understand tha he went there during Chris,mas. I went there 
only three weeks ago. 1 found that m lxu tanad paddy cultivation 
is progressing very satisfac only. I mink lie was speaking of some 
pest.

Mr. M. N. Paramesvaran Pillai : May I know whether 
he'was simply sittmg in the steam b ,at and looking at the fields ? 

Mr.M- Govindan ; I expect my friend would take my state¬ 
ment as true. I have seen Kuttanad. 1 did not see that there was 
any pest at all there, it may be that I did not see and yet there is 
some pest. I am making that statemftit only to show that there 
may be some exaggeration in these matters. 

Mr. P.’Padmanabhan Tampi: May I know from the 
member whether he speaks from the view point of the cultivator ? 

Mr. M. Govindan: lama ryot myself although not as 
affluent a ryot as Mr. Padmanabhan Tampi. 1 have cultivation. I 
know the ryots’ last harvest is not quite as good as the previous one. 
But I cannot agree with Mr Arumukham Pillai in thinking that it 
is a deficit harvest. It is certainly not my experience. I tilink it is 
neither the experience of many other ryots as well. In that connec¬ 
tion I have to say that Mr. Arumukham Pillai must be an exception...

Mr. M. Govindan : There are many committee reports still 
pending orders of Government and many have been disposed of. 
According to the recommends ions made hy the committee my 
friend Mr. Padmamibha l'illai must recognise that all our social 
legislation which has been the work of committees has been discussed 
in this House and duly adopted, 'i here are ever so many other 
matters which have been first reported by committees and their re¬ 
commendations duly considered and adopted by Government, 
Under the circumstances, it is most uncharitable to attack Govern¬ 
ment by levelling the accusation that they are shelving the business 
by appointing a committee. That is not our experience. In every 
civilized country, when a serious matter lias to be solved, the matter 
is placed before a committee of experts and men who are really 
affected so that a satisfactory solution may be devised. If for 
instance we take a plebiscite, I am sure a large number of illiterate 
men will take one side. But that is not advisable The purpose 
of appointing well informed mail to guide the destinies of States is, 
to trust to their mature opinion in dealing with such a situation. 
Here a situation his arisen and the Government have appointed a 
committee because the Government were fully aware of ..he difficul¬ 
ties of ryots. I may also observe by the wav that not a single item 
of practical relict h is been granted by Government was what some 
' members observed here. The Dewan has already told us that relief 
which aggregates to about 10 lakhs of rupees has been given- I 
prefer that statement to the statement of some of my friends who 
said that absolutely no relief was given and that everything was 
only a promise Thai is not fair criticism. In recording our votes 
on this question of 50 p'er cent, remission 1 fail, to see how this 
50 per cent, exactly was arrived at. If it is a cut of 18 lakhs in 
land revenue as Mr. ITuiijitomman pointed out. that will give a 
hold to Government to say that now that they have reduced 18 
lakhs of ruoaes by way of relief, they cannot do anything mo:e It 
may lead' to Government saying that a great relief has been given 
while in fact it may not be materially advantageous to the ryots. 
The better course would be to leave the matter to the committee for 
its mature and considered opirdon^aud when it makes its. report, to. 

Mr- V. S. Arumukham Pillai; Is the member aware 
that prices of agricultural products have fallen by 50 per cent. ? 
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Mr. M. Govindan : 1 know they are also going up. In 
the case oil cocoanut, the last crop was sold at 2§ rupees and this 
crop I sold at 3i rupees.

Mr. M- Govindan : The price of cocoanut went up to four 
rupees. I know it has come down to 8j rupees and that is today’s 
price. I speak from ray experience. 

In agreeing with the principle underlying the resolution which 
is a great relief and which 1 sliail also have the benefit of sharing, 
I do not agree with the percentage that is proposed. Therefore, I 
oppose the resolution. 

Mr. S. Piraviperumal Pillai : Is it the member’s con- 
tention that the remedy sought by this resolution is not adequate ? 

Mr. M Govindan: It is not the appropriate remedy and a 
better remedy may be devised. 

Mr. S. Piraviperumal Pillai; Am I, therefore, to under¬ 
stand that he is going to oppose the resolution ? 

Mr. M. Govindan : Yes. 

Mr. K. Sankaralingam Pillai : I support the resolu¬ 
tion before the House. Sir, 1 do not want the House to go away 
with the impression that all is right with the constituency I repre¬ 
sent. We are as ranch affected by the drought as the rest. 
In the adjoining taluks of British India there was some 
rain and if we too had it, crops would have been better. Unfor¬ 
tunately they are bound to suffer now. Sir, from the Dewan's 
address the other day, one can see that the Government also have 
recognised the need for remedying such a situation. But they do 
not seem to realise that remedy lies only in remission of taxes. 
Even in cases where there has been a partial failure it is the only 
appropriate relief. For, as a result of the drought, even though the 
crops may not have failed completely, the yield from lands must be 
very little- Remission may not be the exact remedy to meet the 
slump in prices. But I think and even my friend Mr, Govindan 
will not dispute it, that at least in such years of extreme distress 
contributed by a variety of causes the sort of remedy suggested in the 
resolution has to be granted by Government. 

Mr. H. O. L. Marikar (Hinachil cum Dmcolam ) : I also 
support the motion before the House. I come from the northern¬ 
most part of Travancore. In my place there is _ a village called 
Anjanad which is less known to most members. There are a group 
of small villages with a number of cultivators. I have been always 
Vol. IV No. 4. 
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watching the position of the ryots. It is often found, that their lands 
are sold, not for big sums as Rs. 100, but for a couple of chuck, 
rams. Even this they are unable to pay. They solely depend 
upon paddy cultivation. There is no road either except a foot 
path. Hence their products could not be taken to distant places 
and sold. In times of failure of crop, there is no method to recoup 
their lost wealth either by labour or some other means. They have 
been clamouring for many years at the doors of Government for 
the construction of a small tank for purposes of paddy cultivation 
to a group of villages, which may cost a few thousands of rupees to 
Government. The Government have not attended to their repre¬ 
sentations, nor do the heads of d epartments as the Chief Engineer 
care to help the people by attending to the needs of the people. 
For want of water, crop fails, and for recovery of tax many such 
small holdings are usually sold for a few fanams annually and thoie 
lands are now passing into the hands of British Indians from (Jdu- 
malpet and Madura, But we often see Government helping the 
rich by thousands and ten thousands. The remission of 50 per 
cent, by Government as suggested in the resolution will certainly 
prove to be of immense advantage to the agriculturists. As an 
alternative, Government cculd even take steps to relieve the agri- 
cultural indebtedness by other methods also. One of the most 
important is the grant of ploughing facilities and the other is the 
giving of loans. No doubt, these will give them great relief. 
These two are advantages not within their reach. So, I request 
Government to attend to the needs of the ryots in distant parts of 
the State. With these words I heartily support the Jmotion. 

Rao Sahib Dr. N. Kunjan Pillai : We have had a full 
discussion on economic depression, drought, failure of crops and the 
consequent hardship and sufferings of the agriculturists. These 
questions have been so often discussed recently not only' in this 
House lout in the Lower House also that all of us are now familiar 
with the trend o.f arguments put forward both from the non-official 
ae well as from the official side. We have listened to many speeches 
this afternoon and I hope the Honourable members on the other side 
will not be offended when I say that I did not hear any new argu¬ 
ment put forward other than what we had heard on previous occasions. 

Rlr, tl. O. L. Marikar : Then, does it mean our suggest¬ 
ions are not satisfactory ? 

Rao Sahib Dr. N. Kunjan Pillai: It does not mean 
anything more than what I said. All that I meant to say was— 

Mr. Kochikal P. Balakrishnan Tampi: May I know 
whether Government claim any originality ? {Laughter). 
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Rao Sahib Dr. N. Kurijan Pillar; No. 1 was going to 
say that I was not in a position to put forward any argument which 
you had not heard before. 

Mr. P. Balakrishnan Tampi, at the very commencement of his 
speech, stated that we have been accustomed" to sentimental speeches 
and pompous promises from Government. Sir, I do not want to 
make any more sentimental speech or pompons promises. I do not 
think there is any necessity to make any such speech, especially 
after the Dewan had made a very full and clear statement on the 
present situation indicating what Government have done and propose 
to do, at the Joint Sitting on Monday last. It seems to me in 
the course. 

Mr. M. N. Paramesvaran Pillai: 'May I know whether 
the Dewan made a sentimental speech and pompous promise ? 

Rao Sahib Dr. N. Kunjan Pillai The member can 
make his own inference as to whether the Dewan’s Address was a 
sentimental speech and contained a pompous promise. 

In the course of the discussion, two aspects of the question of 
remission of tax have been brought out and they have to be kept 
separate. Some members urged remission of tax on account of the 
recent drought and the consequent failure of crops. This aspect 
was particularly stressed by Mr. V. S. Arumukbam Pillai, who 
hails from Nanjinad. 1. fully appreciate his view-point. It is 
absolutely necessary that if crops had failed on account of drought, 
remission must lie granted and that was exactly what the Dewan 

said in his Address the other day. He said : “.Government 

continue to watch the situation with anxiety and will sympathetic¬ 
ally consider the prayers for remission of tax on lands where there 
has been a total failure of crop and for such other relief as are con¬ 
sistent evith financial possibilities ”, 

What he meant was that where the crops have completely 
failed, Government are willing to consider the possibility of total 
remission of tax on the present crop, and where there is only a 
partial failure, the question of partial remission will also be sympa¬ 
thetically considered, so that, as regards the failure of crops on 
account of drought, I do not think, Sir, any statement other than 
what the Dewan made at the Joint Session of the Legislature is 
required. This is one aspect of the question. 

Mr. Padmanabba Pillai, who moved the resolution, based his 
arguments more upon the economic depression and the consequent 
sufferings of the ryots. This is the other aspect. His resolution 
says, “ that a remission of 50 per cent, of the land tax should 
be granted till normal conditions are restored.” This is a very 
vague resolution.! In the first place, the Honourable member has not 
defined what he means by “ normal conditions.” I do not know

whether he means conditions which prevailed before the commence, 
ment of the economic depression. In that case, Government will 
have to continue to grant a remission of 50 per cent of the taxes till 
paddy begins to sell at ; bout 8 fanams a para and cocoanutat about 
8 rupees per 100- If the Honourable members really mean that 
Government, should continue to lose 18 lakhs of rupees every year 
tiil they are able to sell their paddy at 8 fanams, i. one rupee two 
annas a para, and their cocoonuts at 8 rupees per 100, I do not 
know how Government can stand this strain for an indefinite period. 
The period itself has not been specified. I can understand if the 
Honourable members put forward a proposition to grant a remission 
of 50 per cunt, of the tax for the current year or the next year. But 
the resolution now under discussion says that till normal condition! 
are restored remission should be granted. 

Mr. v. 5. Arumukham Pillai = Does the member argue, 
that because the prices of agricultural products have fallen by 50 

as beEore ? 

Rao Sahib Dr. N. Kunjan Pillai: The prices of agri- 
cultural products have fallen by 50 per cent, from those that pre¬ 
vailed during the pre-depression period. But the prices of agri¬ 
cultural products have not falleneirher by 50 per cent, or even by a 
smaller proportion from what they were at the time of the settle¬ 
ment when the taxes were fixed. At the time of the settlement, 1 
believe paddy was selling at about half a rupee per para and cocoa- 
nut at about 10 or 12 fanams per 100. 

Mr. M. N-Paramesvaran Pillai: May I know whether 
the standard of life is the same now ? 

Rao Sahib Dr.' N. Kunjan Pillai : 1 do admit that the 
standard has changed. If the Honourable members want Government 
to lose Ks. 18 lakhs a year till the pre-depression prices are restored, 
I am afraid we may have to wait for a pretty long period to reach 
that goal, if ever at all. It is not probable that pre-depression 
prices will be reached in the near or even distant future. 

Mr, V. S. Arumukham Pillai : Could not Government 
make that 18 lakhs by reducing the expenses towards salaries of 
officers ? 

Rao Sahib Dr. N. Kunjan Pillai : That question does 
not arise in connection with the present resolution. The resolution 
refers to remission of taxes and not to the reduction of salaries of 
officers. 

Mr. S. Piraviperumal Pillai : May 1 know whether the 
capacity of the tax-payer has increased or decreased '/ 
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Board before they come to a decision. Whenever Government- 
have to deal with important matters, it is belter to take the opinion 
of experts before a final decision is made. That is why Govern¬ 
ment are referring such matters to committees. I may also assure 
the Honourable members that it- is far from the intention of Govern- 

could have disposed it of without" referring it to the committee. 
But they thought it advisable to obtain the expert opinion of a 
small body of competent men. They have, therefore, appointed a 
committee to examine the whole question and send up recommend¬ 
ations. You may ask why a committee should examine this ques¬ 
tion at all. i ou know very well that there are various aspects to 
be considered. The proposals put forward by the 11011-official 
gentlemen who went ou deputation to the Dewan a few days ago 
are such that lr is necessary to collect statistics, take evidence, digest 
them and then frame recommendations One of their proposals i« 
the formation of debt conciliation boards which aim at bringing 
down the present debts to reasonable and equitable figures. The 
creditors have to be consulted m this matter. Their views should 
be ascertained and duly considered, At any rate, we have to give 
them a chance to explain their position. Only after hearing both 
sides could a decision be reached. My lawyer friends are accus¬ 
tomed to it. Both sides have to be heard before a decision could be 
made and that is what Government have asked the committee to do. 
They have to collect evidence from debtors and creditors to know 
the exact extent of agricultural indebtedness. The estimates pre¬ 
pared by the Banking Enquiry Committee and by the Census Com¬ 
missioner may not be very accurate.. Some sort of intensive work 
in a few typical villages has to be done by the committee to find 
out the extent of agricultural indebtedness and the nature of relief 
that ought to be granted to the people. Well, Sir, these are matters 
which the Dewan or any other officer cannot dispose of by a mere 
stroke of the pen. That is why this important question has been 
referred to a small committee. I can assure the Honourable members 
that when Government get the committee’s report they mean to 
take immediate action thereon. I may also mention that Govern¬ 
ment have received the committee’s interim recommendations which 
nre now engaging their serious attention with a view to afford tem¬ 
porary relief to the debtors and others requiring such relief. From 
what I have said the Honourable members can see that Government 
mean business and do not want to shelve the question or shirk 
their responsibilities as some members apprehend. 

Therefore, Sir, with this assurance from me on behalf of 
Government, namely, that the matter is engaging their serious at¬ 
tention, not merely the question of affording temporary relief by 
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remission of tax, but also the bigger problem of giving substantial 
relief to the agriculturists from their heavy indebtedness, I hope the 
Honourable member will not press his resolution. I may also say 
that the matter will be disposed of with the expedition that its import¬ 
ance and seriousness demand. May [ once again express the hope 
that my friend Mr. Patlmanabha Piilai .vill withdraw the resolution 
in view of the assurance I have given and rhe implication it carries, 
namely, that Government should lose Ks. 18 laths n year for an 
indefinite period-

Mr. K. Rama Varma Raja Hr, l beg to move that: 

’* This Comm 1! recommends to th- Government- that with a view to 
ieiDr.jY6 the ’one of adrainEt ation in the several departments, all 
future appointments in them which carry a salary of Rs 100 or 
n.ore per mensem and which require only general educational 
qualifications be filled by recruiting exper.enced bards an l from 
the Secretariat.” 

r '' The ooject of. moving this resolu'ion is to improve the tone of 
administratou. 

Mr E- P- Varahese : May I know from the member 
whether the present tone oT the administration is undesirable ? 

Mr. K. Rama Varma Raja: It is. Therefore, this re¬ 
solution is heing brough: forward, I is a fact, though the Govern¬ 
ment may not admit it, that the people think and believe that the 
officers in the various departments are mainly corrupt. 

Mr- E- p. Varghese : May I know the nature of the 
corruption. 

Mr. K Rama,Varma Raja : The member will pleaselisten 
to what I say, 

Mr. E'. P. Vargl-ese: I have listened and so it is 'that-I 
ask the qui.-tion. May I know from the member what is the 
nature of the corruption referred to ? 

Mr. K. Rama Varma Raja : The officers are not domg 
what they arc expected to do owing to recommendations, narrow 
Communal views and such other general corruption. 
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Mr Komilezhathu 5ankaran : Is the member satisfied 
wi h ‘ wide communal' corruption ? 

Mr.^K Kama Varma ka'a : I [cannot understand what 

Mr. S. Piraviperumal Pillai : May 1 know thi total 
number of appoin ram s which carry a salary of Rs. 100 and above 
aud those in the Secretariat? 

Mr. K Rama Varma Raja : Let me first of all expla-'n 
that in moving ,his rmolu.ion it is not mv object to deprive the 
holders of appointments in other departments of their ptomotions 
but is 10 convert the Secretariat imo a training ground for higher 

Mr. Komilezhathu Sankaran: Is it the member’s 
ophtion that the Secretariat people should be given training for the 
Education Department ? 

Mr K. Rama Varma Raja: Education Department is 
one in which persons are recruited Irom among the most intelligent, 
literate and qualified in different subjects in an exceptional degree. 
Thereto! e it is not a department to which the staffs of the Secre¬ 
tariat can be a.ked to go- 

Mr. Komilezhathu Sankaran : May [ know from the 
member the ex-ent to which toe meaning of the words “ general 
educational qualifies ions ” goes ? 

Mr. K. Rama Varma Raja: General educational quali¬ 
fications as generally meant, and by ihat I mean the general acade¬ 
mic qualifications, the Arts course and nothing el-e. 

Mr. Komilezhathu Sankaran : Then, may I know from 
the m.imb.r whei her he is of opinion that for an appointment in 
the Arts Coll- g’e training is necessary in ihe Secretariat ? 

Mr. K. Rama Varma Raja: I have already explained 
that a i raining ill the Secretariat is not required for professorship 
in a College or ttaehership in a High School. 

Mr Komilezhathu Sankaran : Is it a qualification for 
tha Police Deparmcnt P 

Mr. K. Rama Varma Raja : It will be a qualification or 

Mr. Komilezhathu Sanka-an : -May I know to what 
grade of appoin malts? 
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Mr. Komilezhathu Sankaran : May I know the cadre of 
appoiu malts in the Police Department which require the qualifica¬ 
tions referred to by the member ? 

Mr. K- Kama Varma Raja: Those appointments the 
holders of which tire to be responsible, who are to govern their 
subordinates and to carry on the administration of the Police 
Department. 

Mr. Komilezhathu Sankaran : Who are they ? 

Mr. K, Rama Varma Raja : The Inspectors and others 
above them. , 

Mr. Komilezhathu Sankaran : May I know the initial 
pay of an Inspector of Police ? 

Mr. K. Rama Varma Raja ; This is a question to be 
determined by the Government according to the income they derive 
from the State. 

Mr. M. N- Paramesvaran Pillai: May I know, Sir, 
whether the member is tubjected to cross examination by the oiher 
member ? 

Mr. Komilezhathu Sankaran : I submit that it is not 
cross examination. I only want to elicit informa.ion. The resolu¬ 
tion is so very vague. 

Mr. K. Rama Varma Raja : The resolution, when ex¬ 
plained, will not be so vague as it seems to be. 1 have not any 
idea of excluding any community or communal consideration in 
the appointments to any department or in the Secretariat. But I 
want the Government to utilise the Secretariat as a training ground 
from which the officers who are to hold responsible pos s in the 
administration of the State may be sent out. Thac is why 1 re¬ 
commend that it suould be done thus on a sound basis. The members 
of the House will understand my intentions when they listen to 
w-hat 1 have to say. 

Mr. E. P. Varghese : May I know from the member 
whether the Secretariat is free from all these corruptions referred 
to ? 

Mr. K. Rama Varma Raja: Comparatively, I assure the 
House tha the Secretariat is free from the corruptions that are pre¬ 
valent in other parts of the State and in other departments. 

Mr. E. p. Varghese: May I know from the member 
whether he has experience of the Secretariat and whether, he has 
worked in the Secretariat ? 
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Mr. K- Rama Varma Raja : Sot that 1 have any experi¬ 
ence as one of the staff in the becre arias. Any one who looks 
impar.ially on the work turned out by the .Secretariat in the admi¬ 
nistration of the State would certainly be convinced that the Secre¬ 
tariat is comparatively free from the corruptions that are prevalent 
in other parts of the State. 

Mr. E. P. Varghese: Is it the member’s opinion that 
the officers sent out of the Secretariat by means of promotion are 
corrupt ? 

Mr. K. Rama Varma Raja : Those sent out by means 
of promotion, most of them arc free from corruption. 

Mr- E. P. Varghese: Is the member in a position to 
convince the House that all the officers sent out of the Secretariat 
are free from corruption ? 

Mr. K. Rama Varma Raja: Of course, for every general 
rule there are exception^. Whenever we find a common level of 
character prevalent in a community, w'e will find persons in that eom- 
munity’who do not possess that character and w ho violate the princi¬ 
ples followed by a large majority of that community. Therefore, I 
cannot say, as in other matters, nobody who has been sent out from 
the Secretariat to any responsible post in the administration is 
corrupt. But 1 can assure this much, that they are far better than 
those recruited from persons who have been undergoing training 
in several departments and who had no training in the Secretariat as 
constituted at present in the State. 

Mr. Komilezhathu Sankaran : May I know whether 
he referred to the training. 

Chairman : Let him unravel the arguments first and then 
Honourable members may put him questions, 

Mr. K. Rama Varma Raja The reasons for corruption 
that has crept into the administration of the State are the several 
considerations that have recently crept into the qualification for the 
recruitment of officers in the several departments of the State. I 
admit, Sir, that the Government at present follow the principle of 
communal representation and recruit candidates for Government 
service from all communities provided officiency is rot affected. 
Though that is the principle, it is extremely difficult and almost 
impossibile to find out the character, efficiency and integrity 
of the persons who are appointed before they are actually 
given the chance to prove them. At present, (he most important 
factor for securing an appointment ts the minimum educational 
qualification, Wheuever any vacancy in. any department arises a 
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number o£ candidates apply far the post and recruitment is made 
from among them after ask ug them several questions ; he first 
among them being who are you and to what community do you 
belong? The second question will be “Do you posstss the mini, 
mum educational qualification prescribed for this post by th 6 
Government.” The third and the most important question, whch 
though not actually put but the answer to which will be of ex renie 
weight is “who recommends you to this post ? 

Mr- M. Oovindan : ^ May ) know from the member from 

Mr. K- Rama Varma Raja This is the experience that 
-we get from the acts of the Government officers who are entrusted 

Mr. 5 Piraviperumal Pillar : May I know from the 

member the authority that makes the appointment? 

Mr. K. Rama VarmaRaja: '1 he sanctioning airhority is 
not the person who rhooses the candidate for the office to be filled. 
It is the person who n commends that is responsible for making the 
appointment. The person who sanctions the appointment of any 
officer who is drawing Ids. 10U and more has not actually any direct 
contact with the parson who is chosen, before or for sometime 
aE.-er he takes charge of the office. Therefore, that is not the 
question at hand. More or less the capacity of a person to fill up a 
responsible post is now gauged by the satisfaction he gives to the 
whims and fancies of his immediate superior. Such methods of re¬ 
cruiting officers to responsible posts in Government service, should, 
as far as possible, be avoided. The only workable scheme that we 
can chink of at present is to have the responsible posts in the ad- 
minisTAtion of Government in all departm >nts, excepting where 
technical knowledge is wanted, filled up by office's from the Secre¬ 
tariat. So tar as the High Court and Law Offices are concerned, 

I consider the responsible posts in them should be filled up bv men 
well equipped in law, and so they require technical education. They 
are therefore not included within the scope of the resolution which 

Mr. James Simpson : Does the member include the 
Medical Department in his resolution? 

Mr. K. vama VarmaRaja: I am extremity surprised 
that the tarbar Physician should ask me -who.her ;he Medical De- 
* par.meat is includ'd in the resolution. 1 I cun only say so much? 

Mr R Nilakanta Pillai: And the Accounts Depart- 
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Mr. K. Rama Varma Raia: The Accounts Depart- 

mem, I may say, is included to a certain extent, i. «.. such of the 
pests as do not require technical qualification. 

Rao Bahadur N. Ramanuja Aiyangar: And the 

Pob'ce Department ? 

Mr. K. Rama Varma Raja: The Police Department 
isalso included, but the only thing is they should be given the 
special Police training also before appointment- 

Mr. E. P. Varghese : May I know from the member 
whether it is character moulding that, is going on in the Secre- 


Mr. K. Rama Varma Raja: To a certa ; n extent it is. 
btcause the Secretariat is administered by the Head of the Admini¬ 
stration and some of the ablest and best men as Secretaries ; and 
training under them will be far better than any training that a sub¬ 
ordinate might get in any other department. Why I say that the 
Secretariat is free from corruption and is the best- place for training 
of responsible officers is this. The Secretariat has no direct con¬ 
tact with the poo] le and there are not those influences which the 
executive officers and t ffieers who are dealing with people iu sepa¬ 
rate localities are subjected to. 

Mr. E- P. Varghese ■■ May I know from the lnemh-r 
whether the Excise Commissioner’s Office has any direct contact 
with the people ? 

Mr K. Rama Varma Raja : The Excise Commissioner 
himseif is a circuiting officer and he is an exeeu ive officer. It is 
sure that his clerks and his other subordinates will be taken through¬ 
out, the laud while he goes on circuit. Therefore, Isay even the 
staff of the Excise Commissioner’s Office is indirect contact with 
the Deople and is liable to the corruption by the influence of the 
interested parties among the people. 

Mr. E. P- Varghese : May I know from the member 
whether the present Chief Secretary who manages the Secretariat 
affairs so ably according to the member has had any Secretariat ex¬ 
perience previously. 

Mr. K. Rama Varma Raja : The present Chief Secre¬ 
tary is an exception, 1 may say. He is well versed not only as the 
Chief Secretary but he has earned his name in several other Depart¬ 
ments as an officer of very great capac tyand high character. 

Mr. S. Piraviperumal Pillai: May I know from the 
member whether he includes the Financial Secretariat also in the 


You can include that also. 
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Mr. Komilezhathu Sankaran : So, according- to the 
member, no trainin'? is necessary for responsible posts in the Ac¬ 
count Office? 

Mr. K. Rama Varma Raja : No special training is want¬ 
ed there. They get trained as time goes on. 

Mr. Komilezhathu Sankaran : Are pet pie sent out 
from the Secreta.iat as Excise Inspectors ? 

Mr. K. Rama Varma Raja : They mostly do that. 

The late Mr. Waits on the eve of his departure and before he 
laid down his Dewansh p said that the Trivandrum Secretariat can 
very well be compared with any other Secretariat in India. When 
we know that he had a vast experience in the Simla Secretariat, his 
opinion of our Secretariat carries very great weight. 

Mr. Komilezhathu Sankaran : May I know the name 
of the Chief Secretary at that time when the remark was made by 
Mr. Watts ? 

Mr. K. Rama Varma Raja : The member knows that 
and I know it. 

Mr. Komilezhathu Sankaran = Suppose, I do not know 

Mr. K. Rama Varma Raja : I think it is Mr. K. George. 

My idea in recommending that the officers should be recruited 
from the Secretariat does not stand as a bar to the promotions of the 
staff outside. Whenever vacancies arise in the Secretariat persons 
should not be directly recruited to the Secretariat; but persons who 
are drawing the same salary as those in the Secretariat and acting 
ill other departments should be sent over to the Secretariat- and 
given a chance to be trained under the ablest officers we have in the 
State. 

Mr. Cochikrl P. Balakrishnan Tampi: May I 

know whether the member is speaking of any other (evolution ? 

Mr. K- Rama Varma kaja : When l say that persons 
are to be recruited for higher responsible posts from the Secretariat, 
the persons who are to be recruited to the Secretariat should be 
those who are acting outside the Secretariat in several departments 
and they must also be given a chance to go out again as res| onsible 
officers trained under the ablest and best officers in t.he State. 

Mr. M. Govindan : May I know from, the member whether 
the taking of hands from other departments will not tend to con¬ 
taminate the purity of the Secretariat ? 

Mr. K. Rama Varma Raja : No, it will not; because per¬ 
sons who are taken from outside are trained under the best and 
ablest persons that we have here in our State. But for the training 
and discipline that they are now having in the Secretariat it would 
have degenerated into a worse type of office. 
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Mr. Komilezhathu Sankaran : May I know from the 
member whether he includes the Devaswom Department also among 
other Departments ? 

Mr. K, RamaVarma Raja; Every department, 1 say, 
ol the State which does not require any technical qualification for 
any responsible post is to be included in the resolution. 

Mr. Komilezhathu Sankaran : Is there anv technical 
qualification required to get a post m the Dcvaswoin Depart, 

Mr. K. Rama Varma Raja : T did not snv so. 

Mr. Komilezhathu Sankaran : Mav 1 know wliether the 
Devaswom Department is included in the purview of your resoln- 

Mr. K. Rama Varma Raja : I said that e very depart¬ 
ment which does not require any technical qualification for the post 
is included in the scope of the resolution. If the member thinks 
that the Devaswom Department requires no technical qualifica. 
tionthnt Department, is also included in the resolution. 

Mr. Komilezhathu Sankaran : Is the recruitment to the 
Secretariat left to my option ? 

Mr, K. Rama Varma Raja; Certainly it is not left to the 
member’s option, but to the option of those who are responsible to ■ 
the recruitment. 

In short, as a training ground for responsible posts, the Secre¬ 
tariat should be utilised as far as possible. With this observation, 

I beg leavt to move the resolution before this House.

Mr. E. P. Varghese: Sir, I am not going to move the 
amendment. 

Mr. M. N. Paramesvaran Pillai: I am sorry I have 
to oppose this resolution. The Honourable member who has 
moved this resolution has done with the best of intentions, that 
is to say, with a view to improve the gehel-iil efficiency and tone o£ 
administration- But the remedy proposed hy him, I think* is not 
quite correct. It is true that the Secretariat has to deal with the 
Various branches of administration, and it is, therefore, of Utmost 
importance that its staff should be better manned. But, what I 
wish to point out is that instead of sending out men from the 
Secretariat as is now proposed by the mover of this resolution, the 
Secretariat staff should he equipped with well seasoned officers who 
have acquired better experience in administrative matters, If this 
resolution is accepted it would certainly convert the Secretariat into 
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a real conduit pipe through which alone the various officers in the 
State service could aspire to rise in the ladder of officialdom. The 
honourable member who moved this resolution stops with the re¬ 
commendation that recruitments to all posts carrying a salary of 
Rs. 100 and above and for which no technical knoivledge is requir¬ 
ed should be made from the Secretariat. He does not want officers 
in the executive line to get trained in the Secretariat work so that 
the tone of administration may be improved. Without that, if this 
resolution is accepted, I believe, it will be detrimental to the interests 
of the State. For these reasons I feel I cannot support this re¬ 
solution.
